Liverpool 

Mr.  Richard  Clitherow,  chemist  and  druggist,  Heathfield 
Road,  Liverpool,  has  been  nominated  as  a  candidate  for  election 
to  the  Liverpool  City  Council  in  a  by-election  in  the  Fairfield 
Ward. 

Alderman  Edwin  Thompson  (president,  Liverpool  Branch 
Incorporated  Sales  Managers'  Association)  was  in  the  chair  at 
the  annual  dinner  of  the  Branch  on  November  18.  Among  the 
guests  were  Sir  Malcolm  Robertson  (president  of  the  Associa- 
tion), Sir  Richard  Holt  (chairman,  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour 
Board),  and  the  Lord  Mayor  of  Liverpool  (Alderman  M.  Cory 
Dixon) . 

London 

Mr.  J.  W.  Roberts,  M.P.S.,  who  carries  on  a  dental  practice 
in  Tavistock  Place,  W.C.i,  has  been  elected  Mayor  of 
Holborn.    (See  also  C.  <&•  D.,  November  13,  p.  565.) 

Over  200  attended  the  annual  dinner  of  the  London  College  of 
Pharmacy,  held  at  the  Criterion  Restaurant,  London,  W.i,  on 
November  17.    In  his  reply  to  the  toast  of  "  The  College,"  the 


chairman  (Mr.  I.  G.  Rankin)  said  that  in  his  opinion  phar- 
macists should  play  an  important  part  in  social  and  public 
life,  and  that  functions  of  this  type  were  the  best  training 
ground  for  students  and  old  students  alike.  He  instanced  eight 
pharmacists  who  had  been  elected  mayors  for  1938,  and  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that  he  would  soon  see  a  dozen  "  Old 
Cyanides  "  wearing  mayoral  chains  of  office.  He  thanked  Mr. 
C.  W.  Gosling  for  his  efforts  on  behalf  of  the  College.  Mr. 
V.  P.  Gelli,  replying  to  the  toast  of  "  The  Argus  "  and  "  The 
Continental  Tour,"  told  the  company  that  over  40,000  copies 
of  the  College  magazine  had  been  issued  since  its  inception, 
and  that  "  The  Argus  "  was  read  by  more  than  1,000  people 
every  week.  Other  speeches  were  made  by  Mr.  T.  P.  West 
("The  College"),  Miss  B.  Murray  ("The  Old  Cyanides"), 
Miss  A.  M.  Quibell  (reply),  Mr.  Hughes  ("The  Football 
Club  "),  Mr.  Johnstone  ("  The  Hockey  Club  ")  and  Mr.  Shrive 
("  The  Second  Eleven  ").  Mr.  Lewin  was  toastmaster. 
Dancing  followed. 

A  meeting  of  the  Association  of  Pharmaceutical  Employees 
(the  pharmaceutical  section  of  the  National  Amalgamated  Union 
of  Shop  Assistants)  was  held  at  the  Co-operative  Hall,  Holloway, 
N.,  on  November  23,  Mr.  H.  M.  Tribe  in  the  chair,  when 
an  address  was  given  by  Mr.  J.  L.  Smythe,  of  the  T.U.C. 
General  Council,  on  "  State  Insurance."  Discussing  the  his- 
tory of  trade  unionism,  Mr.  Smythe  referred  to  the  early 
days  of  the  movement  when  the  holding  of  trade  union  meet- 
ings was  illegal.  Such  restrictions  were  withdrawn  in  1824, 
when  the  so-called  anti-combination  laws  were  repealed.  He 
outlined  from  this  period  the  development  of  trade  unionism 
to  the  present  day;  two  of  its  more  prominent  benefits  at 
the  beginning  were  those  which  still  remain  so — unemploy- 
ment and  health  benefits.  It  was  not  until  191 1,  he  recalled, 
that  State  insurance  began  in  England.  In  1900,  when  trade 
unions  first  set  up  the  Labour  Party,  £36,000,000  was  used 
in  social  services  ;  now,  he  said,  the  expenditure  was  nearer 
£400,000,000.  In  thanking  Mr.  Smythe  for  his  address,  the 
chairman,  a  member  of  the  Executive  Committee  of  the 
Union,  made  an  appeal  to  pharmaceutical  assistants  to  join 
the  Association;  particulars  of  membership  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Organising  Secretary,  Mr.  O.  J.  Frost,  14  Old  Kent 
Road,  London,  S.E.i. 

The  evening  meeting  of  the  North  Metropolitan  Branch  of 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  held  on  November  16  was 
addressed  by  Dr.  S.  Judd  Lewis,  F.I.C.,  Ph.C,  on  "  Spectrum 
Analysis  in  Chemistry,  Pharmacy  and  Materia  Medica,"  Mr. 
G.  A.  Tocher  in  the  chair.  Dr.  Lewis  first  gave  a  brief  outline 
of  the  spectroscope  fol- 
lowed by  methods  for  its  use 
in  analysis,  and  reviewed 
such  results  as  were  of  in- 
terest to  pharmacists.  Lan- 
tern slides  were  shown  illus- 
trating   flame,    spark  and 
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absorption  spectra.  The  latter  method  was  found  to  have  many 
applications  in  medicine  and  pharmacy,  such  as  the  detection 
and  estimation  of  ti-seed  oil  in  olive  oil  ;  benzoic  acid  and 
other  preservatives  in  jams.  Dr.  Lewis  said  that  the  most 
important  development  in  spectrum  analysis  was  its  quantita- 
tive use.  This  was  well  exemplified  by  an  investigation  of  the 
mineral  constituents  of  gum  acacia  which  the  speaker  read  at 
the  British  Pharmaceutical  Conference  in  1933.  Dr.  Lewis 
drew  attention  to  the  characteristic  ultra-violet  absorption  at 
328  m/i  of  vitamin  D  which  the  B.P.  Addendum  suggested 
might  be  used  as  a  method  of  assay  for  this  substance  in  cod- 
liver  oil,  but  expressed  regret  that  greater  official  use  had  not 
been  made  of  spectrographic  methods.  Spectroscopy,  he  ex- 
plained, had  always  been  associated  with  the  detection  of 
minute  quantities  and  could  be  applied  to  the  complete  ele- 
mental analysis  of  such  a  small  amount  of  material  as  1  mgm. 
There  was  not  the  possibility  of  missing  a  metallic  element  as 
there  was  in  other  methods  of  analysis.  Each  element  revealed 
its  characteristic  lines,  the  part  of  the  operator  being  merely 
to  track  out  these  lines  either  by  wavelength  or  by  comparison 
with  lines  produced  by  known  elements.  In  the  discussion 
which  followed  Mr.  Skinner  paid  a  tribute  to  the  method 
which  Dr.  Lewis  had  played  a  prominent  part  in  developing. 
Dr.  Lewis  was  questioned  on  the  relative  sensitivity  of  the 
spectrographic  and  B.P.  tests  for  arsenic,  to  which  he  replied 
that  owing  to  the  non-metallic  properties  the  latter  method 
was  usually  the  more  accurate.  A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed 
by  the  chairman  and  seconded  by  Mr.  J.  C.  Young. 

The  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  gave  a  luncheon  in  con- 
nexion with  the  second  annual  meeting  of  Chemists'  Friends 
manufacturers  at  the  Holborn  Restaurant  on  November  23. 
Mr.  W.  W.  Atkinson  was  in  the  chair.  In  proposing  a  toast  to 
"  The  Chemists'  Friends  Manufacturers,"  Mr.  Steam  said  that 
although  the  scheme  was  inaugurated  only  twelve  months  ago, 
it  was  now  going  strong,  and  in  his  view  it  was  the  greatest 
thing  that  chemists  have  had  for  many  years.  He  assured  the 
manufacturers  present  that  the  retailers  were  doing  their  utmost 
to  make  the  scheme  a  success,  and  manufacturers  as  well  as 
chemists  would  benefit. 

Mr.  E.  C.  Cripps,  of  Allen  &  Hanburys,  Ltd.,  replied  for  the 
manufacturers.  He  said  thai  the  C.F.  "baby"  was  now 
growing  up,  thanks  to  the.  work  of  Mr.  Mallinson  and  his 
Executive.  A  year  ago  there  were  forty-seven  manufacturers' 
names  on  the  list  of  Chemists'  Friends,  now  there  are  seventy- 
three,  and  he  prophesied  that  there  would  be  a  hundred  next 
year.  This,  Mr.  Cripps  said,  had  been  a  year  of  consolidation. 
There  were  certain  difficulties  associated  with  the  production 
of  a  wholesale  list,  but  this  was  in  contemplation  and  would  be 
presented  at  the  afternoon  session.  Attention  was  also  being 
directed  to  welfare  centres.    Mr.  Cripps  went  on  to  the  im- 


portance of  the  retailers'  interest  in  the  scheme  and  mentioned 
in  this  connexion  specially  pharmacists  in  Cambridge,  Man- 
chester, Hull  and  Wemblev.  He  referred  to  having  noticed 
some  mention  of  "  gingering  up  "  pharmacy,  but  he  assured 
his  audience  that  so  far  as  Mr.  Mallinson  was  concerned,  in  his 
enthusiasm  for  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme,  he  (Mr.  Mallinson) 
needed  the  bit  rather  than  the  spur.  Among  those  specially 
mentioned  as  being  present  was  Mr.  Len  Harvey,  a  notable 
pugilist  and  now  concerned  with  the  sale  of  a  special  embroca- 
tion for  athletes. 

The  North- East  London  Branch  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  met  on  November  18  under  the  chairmanship 
of  the  president  (Mr.  A.  F.  Huggins).  The  chief  item  on  the 
agenda  was  a  discussion  on  N.H.I,  terms  in  any  new  contract. 
The  president  suggested  that,  however  desirable  the  cessation 
of  discounting  might  be,  it  was  of  minor  importance  compared 
with  the  essential  need  for  a  larger  dispensing  fee.  Mr. 
Barnard  pointed  out  that  the  cost  of  insulin  for  a  year  was 
equal  to  the  sum  by  which  chemists'  accounts  were  dis- 
counted. Mr.  Peacock  commented  on  the  increased  prescrib- 
ing of  the  20  rl.-oz.  and  io£  fl.-oz.  bottle  of  medicine,  also  upon 
the  wider  range  of  medicaments  prescribed,  necessitating  an 
approximate  increase  of  about  10  per  cent,  of  capital  for  stock. 
Several  complaints  were  made  of  dead  stocks  resulting  from 
change  of  medical  men  in  a  district,  as  well  as  from  individual 
temporary  preferences  for  a  particular  treatment  following 
articles  in  the  medical  Press.  Mr.  Scott  emphasised  that  in 
many  instances  overhead  charges  had  increased  from  20  per 
cent,  to  40  per  cent,  since  the  last  contract,  particularly  where 
a  pharmacist  had  to  employ  one  or  more  qualified  assistants. 
The  following  resolution  was  moved  by  Mr.  Scott :  ' '  That 
the  N.-E.  London  Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  is  of  the  opinion  that 
the  remuneration  for  N.H.I,  work  is  insufficient,  the  reasons 
being  that  the  original  N.H.I,  treatment  did  not  include 
insulin,  vaccines,  and  costly  proprietary  preparations,  and 
that  overhead  costs  have  increased  out  of  all  proportion  since 
1 91 3  ;  that  notice  be  given  to  end  the  contract  with  a  view  to 
revision  of  payment  on  the  basis  of  increase  of  dispensing  fee, 
removal  of  discounting  clause,  and  payment  in  full  ;  that  these 
are  essential  to  enable  the  pharmacist  to  render  the  necessary 
professional  services  to  the  insured  persons  in  the  panel." 
Mr.  Barnard  asked  that  before  voting  upon  the  resolution  those 
present  should  consider  whether  it  would  not  be  better  to  hold 
the  matter  up  until  the  Executive  had  had  an  opportunity  of 
exploring  the  field  fully,  and  not  in  any  way  to  tie  the  hands 
of  those  who  would  be  called  upon  to  conduct  the  negotiations. 
Mr.  Thompson  crystallised  the  feeling  of  the  meeting  when  he 
made  the  point  that  the  resolution  was  in  effect  the  offer  to 
the  Executive  of  a  cutting  edge  to  the  negotiating  instrument. 
The  resolution  was  carried  unanimously. 
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Manchester 

The  ex-service  men  of  the  staff  of  James  Woolley,  Sons  & 
Co.,  Ltd.,  held  their  eighteenth  annual  dinner  and  smoker  at 
the  Waldorf  Hotel  on  November  19.  The  directors  of  the 
company  were  present,  with  Lieutenant-Colonel  Watson  in  the 
chair. 

A  well-attended  meeting  of  the  Manchester,  Salford  and 
District  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union  was 
held  at  the  Victoria  Hotel,  Manchester,  on  November  18,  Mr. 
G.  V.  Tyler  in  the  chair.  The  speaker  was  Mr.  G.  A.  Mallinson, 
secretary  of  the  Union,  who  in  his  opening  remarks  said  he 
left  Manchester  to  take  up  duties  as  assistant  secretary  to  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  in  the  year  1916.  What  the  pharma- 
cist wanted  to  know,  from  his  point  of  view,  was  how  best  to 
make  a  living  out  of  pharmacy.  He  wished  that  evening  to 
concern  himself  with  two  important  items,  the  C.F.  scheme 
and  N.H.I,  affairs.  He  and  the  Executive  were  more  than 
pleased  with  the  chemists'  support  since  the  C.F.  movement 
began.  If  he  had  been  asked  two  years  ago  how  many  manu- 
facturers would  be  likely  to  be  on  the  C.F.  List  within  a  period 
of  two  years,  he  would  have  replied  that  fifty  would  have  been 
a  reasonable  number.  But  actually  there  were  seventy-three 
at  present  on  the  List.  Manufacturers  were  now  realising  the 
movement  had  come  to  stay,  though  at  first  these  manufac- 
turers said  the  movement  would  be  finished  within  six  months. 
Even  now  the  movement  was  only  just  beginning.  It  more 
than  ever  depended  on  chemists  and  their  efforts,  and  more 
push  from  branches  was  urged.  Mr.  Mallinson  pointed  out 
the  danger  of  subsequent  distribution  of  C.F.  lines  handled  by 
wholesalers  not  on  the  C.F.  list.  He  asked  all  chemists  to 
carry  through  the  scheme  with  courtesy.  He  also  urged 
chemists  to  avoid  boycotting  lines  and  to  sell  anything  they 
were  asked  for  but  to  decline  any  real  sales  help  to  non-C.F. 
firms.  He  wanted  their  policy  to  be  fair  and  square.  He  was 
now  in  a  position  to  give  accountants'  figures  showing  that 
chemists  who  had  whole-heartedly  supported  the  scheme 
had  made  more  profit  and  done  better  business  than  ever 
before.  They  must  be  able  to  let  manufacturers  know  there 
was  100  per  cent,  support  behind  the  movement. 

Chemists  had  to  face  the  N.H.I,  issue  from  a  business  point 
of  view.  From  1916  to  1926  they  enjoyed  full  payment.  Then 
in  1926  came  the  Geddes  Committee  to  inquire  where  the  money 
was  going,  and  they  discovered  a  £200,000  extra  grant  for 
which  there  was  no  parliamentary  sanction.  The  Geddes  Com- 
mittee decided  this  was  illegal.  In  1927  the  N.P.U.  were 
responsible  for  all  negotiations,  and  one  of  their  main  troubles 
was  that  the  Ministry  insisted  on  saying  the  increased  re- 
muneration since  1916  was  due  to  increased  cost  of  living,  and 
as  the  cost  of  living  had  dropped  suggested  a  20  per  cent, 
decrease.  Finally,  after  further  deliberation,  the  Ministry 
handed  over  to  them  the  drug  fund.  They  decided  it  was  wiser 
to  take  over  this  fund  providing  there  were  suitable  guarantees 
against  excessive  prescribing,  and  they  thought  there  was  a 
sporting  chance  of  the  drug  fund  paying  its  way.  They  took  it 
on  these  discounting  clause  terms  because  it  was  the  only  way 
out  of  the  difficulty.  In  1931  the  country  was  in  the  throes  of 
a  financial  crisis  ;  their  cut  was  a  10  per  cent,  deduction  off 
dispensing  fees  from  1931  to  1935,  and  a  surplus  of  £335,000 
was  absorbed  in  the  economy  discount.  Therefore,  chemists 
did  not  actually  pay  the  economy  discount.  It  was  really  paid 
by  the  surplus  in  the  drug  fund.  From  ^2,500,000  to 
^2,750,000  was  saved  by  their  decision  to  accept  responsibility 
of  the  drug  fund.  This  did  not  mean  that  they  believed  in 
the  discounting  clause.  It  was  too  big  a  gamble,  and  the 
N.P.U.  Executive  were  determined  to  get  rid  of  this  gamble 
at  the  earliest  possible  moment.  He  was  afraid  they  would  not 
be  able  to  pay  100  per  cent,  for  this  year,  but  he  thought  it 
would  be  about  the  same  as  last.  One  of  the  real  reasons  for 
complaints  was  that  some  chemists  had  not  been  on  the  panel 
long  enough  to  enjoy  the  balancing  effect  of  a  past  surplus. 
The  Union  could  take  the  credit  for  being  bold  enough  to  adopt 
an  unpopular  course.  In  doing  this  they  were  certain  it  was 
the  best  proposition.  Recently,  however,  it  had  been  suggested 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  should  interest  themselves  in  this 
matter.  The  N.P.U.  had  carried  the  burden  for  seventeen 
years,  and  took  this  over  at  the  request  of  the  Society.  The 
Union  was  founded  not  as  an  opposition  body.  Actually  the 
Council  started  it.  During  these  seventeen  years  they  had 
not,  at  any  time,  trespassed  over  the  boundary  line  as  arranged 

by  mutual  consent.    They  were  thus  given  a  business  organisa- 


tion which  cost  chemists  nothing  and  one  that  could  not  be 
obtained  at  the  same  price  elsewhere.  In  the  insurance  world 
the  cost  would  be  twice  as  much  for  the  same  services. 

The  questions  and  discussion  that  followed  were  mainly 
directed  to  N.H.I,  matters.  The  meeting  was  continued  to  a 
late  hour.  The  following  resolution  was  passed  unanimously:  — 
"  That  this  meeting  of  the  Manchester,  Salford  and  District 
Branch  of  the  N.P.U.  has  every  confidence  in  Mr.  Mallinson 
and  the  N.P.U.  Executive  as  negotiators  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  for  N.H.I,  terms  of  service." 

Reading 

A  meeting  of  the  Reading  Branch  was  held  at  the  Great 
Western  Hotel  on  November  n,  Mr.  J.  W.  Todd  (later  Mr. 
E.  C.  Cripps)  in  the  chair.  Dr.  A.  Crawford  (Allen  &  Han- 
burys,  Ltd.)  gave  a  lecture  on  "  The  Role  of  Minerals  in 
Nutrition,"  illustrated  by  blackboard  sketches. 

Dr.  Crawford  said  that  nutrition  has  become  a  study  of 
great  importance  during  quite  recent  years.  Advances  in 
biochemistry,  and  improved  methods  of  biochemical  investiga- 
tion have  greatly  widened  knowledge  of  nutrition.  More 
accurate  knowledge  of  biochemistry  enables  the  physician  to 
prescribe  with  greater  accuracy. 

A  vote  of  thanks  was  proposed  by  Mr.  E.  C.  Cripps. 

Southport 

The  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  and  the  National  Health 
Insurance  contracts  for  1938  were  the  subjects  at  a  meeting  of 
the  Southport  Branch  of  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union 
at  the  Royal  Hotel,  Southport,  on  November  9.  Councillor 
J.  W.  Tristram  (a  member  of  the  N.P.U.  Executive  and  a 
Liverpool  City  Councillor)  was  the  speaker.  Mr.  L.  G. 
Meachim  (president)  was  in  the  chair.  Councillor  Tristram 
said  the  object  of  the  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  was  that  the 
wholesale  chemist  and  manufacturer  should  sell  their  goods 
only  to  chemists  and  not  to  other  traders.  At  the  commence- 
ment, he  himself  had  not  been  in  favour  of  this  idea,  but  things 
had  got  to  such  a  state  that  now  they  were  bound  to  take 
steps  to  protect  pharmacists  against  competition  from 
drug-store  proprietors  and  others  selling  chemists'  lines. 
He  thanked  local  branches  for  their  assistance  in 
negotiations  with  the  Government  about  the  Medicines 
Stamp  Acts,  and  appealed  for  strong  support  for  the 
Executive  in  actions  they  had  in  view.  He  did  not  agree  that 
they  must  approach  the  multiple  firms  before  they  could  do  any 
good.  Once  they  could  see  that  the  majority  of  the  private 
pharmacists  would  support  the  scheme,  they  would  go  to  the 
multiple  firms,  but  not  before.  The  Executive  had  been  much 
encouraged  by  letters  from  individual  chemists  who  said  they 
had  no  idea  what  they  could  do  until  they  realised  what  the 
Chemists'  Friends  movement  stood  for.  After  the  movement 
started  they  found  they  had  the  space  in  their  own  windows 
for  their  own  goods.  They  now  said  that  whatever  the  N.P.U. 
did  they  would  retain  this  as  a  permanent  feature  of  their 
business.  He  could  state  without  hesitation  that  the  N.P.U. 
would  never  go  back  on  the  scheme.  The  remuneration  of 
chemists  for  National  Health  Insurance  dispensing,  he  went  on, 
was  a  matter  of  interest  because  the  time  was  approaching  for 
a  reconsideration  of  the  contract  terms.  They  welcomed  pro- 
tests against  the  discounting  clause,  and  they  hoped  delegates 
would  instruct  them  not  to  agree  to  the  discounting  clause  in 
any  new  contract.  The  Executive  would  accept  the  delegates' 
instructions.  The  amount  of  the  chemists'  bill  was  ^19,979,000 
over  a  period,  for  which  the  amount  in  the  fund  was 
£20,314,000,  leaving  a  surplus  of  £535,000.  That  being  so,  the 
chemist  asked:  "  Why  have  I  been  discounted?  "  It  was 
entirely  due  to  the  economy  cut  of  1931.  That  10  per  cent, 
cut  amounted  to  £562,000.  Since  the  N.P.U.  had  handled  the 
drug  fund  they  had  been  able  to  meet  the  whole  of  that  cut 
with  the  exception  of  £26,000.  In  other  words,  the  bulk  of 
that  cut  was  made  out  of  the  Government's  own  money.  This 
was  not  satisfactory  to  men  who  had  come  into  business  since 
1935  or  1936.  He  wanted  those  chemists  to  remember  that  the 
entire  discounting  on  the  bill  that  year  was  2.8  per  cent,  of 
the  accounts.  New  and  expensive  lines  were  coining  on  the 
fund  which  they  never  had  before. 

The  chairman  said  there  was  no  doubt  the  Chemists'  Friends 
scheme  had  gone  ahead  by  leaps  and  bounds,  but  it  was  only 
by  the  support  of  the  private  chemists  that  they  could  hope  to 
get  the  results  they  aimed  for.  He  agreed  that  the  discounting 
scheme  at  its  inception  was  quite  justified,  but  95  per  cent, 
of  the  chemists  in  business  to-day  thought  it  was  definitely 
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time  that  the  scheme  was  done  away  with.  Southport  Associa- 
tion was  not  definitely  associated  with  any  resolution  to  that 
effect,  but  he  would  suggest  that  one  be  passed. 

Truro 

Addressing  the  Cornwall  Branch  of  the  National  Pharma- 
ceutical Union  at  Truro,  recently,  Mr.  C.  J.  Yeates  (N.P.U. 
Executive),  having  reviewed  the  work  of  the  Union,  said  that 
in  order  to  judge  of  the  question  of  the  Council  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  interfering  with  N.H.I,  matters  it  might 
be  advisable  to  place  the  records  of  the  Society  and  the 
N.P.U.  side  by  side  and  see  which  was  the  better  able  to  deal 
with  N.H.I,  affairs,  judging  by  results.  The  Society  had  raised 
fees  for  training,  he  said,  raised  fees  for  examinations,  intro- 
duced fees  for  shops,  increased  its  expenditure,  increased  in- 
spections, and  chemists  were  weighed  down  with  rules,  regu- 
lations and  penalties.  Speaking  of  the  days  before  the  N.P.U. 
was  formed,  Mr.  Parry  had  said:  "  we  had  to  accept  con- 
ditions of  service  that  no  one  would  dream  of  accepting  if  he 
could  help  it."  That  was  what  happened  when  the  Society  was 
doing  N.H.I,  work,  and  might  happen  again  if  the  Society  tried 
to  do  it.  The  following  advantages  had  been  secured  for 
pharmacists  by  the  N.P.U.: — Unlimited  indemnity  of  the 
Chemists'  Defence  Association  ;  the  Chemists'  Sickness  and 
Provident  Society  ;  the  clearing  house  ;  C.F.  movement,  and 
other  services.  In  concluding  Mr.  Yeates  advised  his  listeners 
to  be  guided  by  the  president  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  the 
vice-president  and  members  of  the  Council  who  spoke  against 
this  interference,  and  stick  to  the  N.P.U.  On  the  proposi- 
tion of  Mr.  Hall  the  following  resolution  was  carried  unani- 
mously:— "That  this  meeting  of  Cornish  chemists  expresses 
its  confidence  in  the  N.P.U.  to  deal  with  N.H.I,  affairs,  and 
deprecates  any  interference  by  the  Society." 

Wembley 

The  election  address  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Goodall,  a  candidate  in 
the  forthcoming  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  Council 
election,  contains  the  following  passages:  "I  have  been 
nominated  by  the  Wembley  and  District  Chemists'  Association, 
of  which  I  am  chairman.  ...  I  am  a  member  of  the  Middlesex 
Pharmaceutical  Committee  and  favour  better  terms  for 
chemists.  ...  I  consider  retailers  are  not  sufficiently  repre- 
sented on  the  Council ;  also  that  the  twelve  retailers  elected 
should  be  retailers  only  and  have  no  interest  in  the  other 
sections.  A  retail  chemist,  I  have  no  connexion  with  manu- 
facturing or  wholesale.  ...  I  press  for  greatly  increased  efforts 
to  stop  price  cutting.  ...  I  consider  groups  of  chemists  should 
be  allowed  to  divide  bonus  parcels." 

Miscellaneous 

United  Chemists  of  Wales. — At  Cardiff,  on  November  3, 
the  following  persons  were  elected  officers  of  the  United 
Chemists  of  Wales:  Chairman,  Mr.  J.  H.  Kent,  Swansea  ;  Vice- 
Chairman,  Mr.  Eirwyn  Owen,  Bangor  ;  Treasurer  (re-elected), 
S.  T.  Treharne,  Bridgend  ;  Secretary  (re-elected),  Trevor 
Thomas,  Cardiff. 

Grocers  object. — The  following  resolution  of  the  Bath  and 
District  Grocers'  Association  is  reported  in  "  The  Grocer  "  of 
October  20  :  — "  This  association  notes  with  concern  that  certain 
firms,  who  have  long  been  associated  with  the  grocery  trade, 
are  reserving  certain  of  their  products  for  the  chemists  only, 
to  the  exclusion  of  the  grocers,  even  though  they  may  hold  a 
Patent  Medicine  licence,  and  are  not  debarred  by  statute  from 
handling  such  goods." 

Croydon  typhoid  epidemic. — Sir  Kingsley  Wood  recently 
announced  the  personnel  and  terms  of  reference  of  the  inquiry 
which,  as  stated  in  the  House  of  Commons  last  week,  is  to  be 
held  into  the  outbreak  of  typhoid  fever  in  Croydon.  The 
inquiry  will  be  held  by  Mr.  H.  L.  Murphy,  K.C.,  who  will 
have  as  assessors  Sir  Humphry  Rolleston,  Bt.,  M.D.,  and 
Mr.  H.  J.  F.  Gourley,  M.Inst.C.E.  At  the  time  of  going  to 
press  the  total  number  of  known  or  suspected  cases  in  the  area 
was  180,  while  the  number  of  deaths  was  seven.  It  has  been 
pointed  out  that  the  average  number  of  cases  reported  in  this 
country  in  a  year  is  approximately  2,000.  In  1927  3,469  cases 
were  reported.  It  is  also  announced  that  Dr.  J.  F.  Beale,  con- 
sulting analyst  and  bacteriologist  to  the  Port  of  London  Autho- 
rity, and  bacteriologist  to  Essex  County  Council,  has  been 
asked  to  investigate  the  outbreak. 


Irish  Notes 

Dangerous  Drugs  Regulations 

By  the  Irish  Free  State  Statutory  Rules  and  Orders,  1937, 
No.  275,  Part  IV  of  the  Dangerous  Drugs  Act,  1934,  has  been 
applied  to  preparations  of  ecgonine,  morphine,  methylmorphine 
and  ethylmorphine.  This  part  of  the  Act  now  applies  to  the 
following: — All  preparations  of  esters  of  ecgonine  or  of  their 
respective  salts  ;  all  preparations  of  ecgonine  containing  less 
than  one-tenth  per  cent,  of  ecgonine  ;  all  preparations  of  esters 
of  morphine  ;  all  preparations,  admixtures  or  other  substances 
(except  syrupus  codeinae  phosphatis,  B.P.C.,  1934)  containing 
any  proportion  of  methylmorphine  (commonly  known  as 
codeine)  or  ethylmorphine  (commonly  known  as  dionin) 
associated  with  an  inert  substance  whether  solid  or  liquid  ;  all 
preparations,  admixtures  or  other  substances  containing  more 
than  2.5  per  cent,  of  methylmorphine  or  ethylmorphine  (calcu- 
lated as  pure  drug)  associated  with  any  other  medicinal 
substance. 

Bill  Regarding  Assistants 

Changes  in  the  conditions  of  employment  of  assistants  in 
Irish  Free  State  shops  will  be  effected  when  the  Shop  Assistants 
(Conditions  of  Employment)  Bill,  1937,  the  text  of  which  has 
just  been  issued  in  Dublin,  becomes  law.  It  will  be  an  offence 
to  employ  as  a  shop  assistant  any  person  under  fourteen  years 
of  age.  Assistants  are  grouped  into  two  grades,  "  juveniles  " 
(persons  from  fourteen  to  eighteen  years)  and  "  adults  " 
(persons  of  eighteen  years  or  over).  The  word  "  juvenile  " 
does  not  include  any  apprentice  who  at  the  time  of  the  coming 
into  operation  of  the  Act  is  employed  under  indentures. 
Juveniles  must  not  be  employed  between  10  p.m.  and  6  a.m., 
and  must  have  eleven  consecutive  hours  off  in  every  twenty- 
four.  The  working  week  for  all  assistants  will  be  forty-eight 
hours,  but  provision  is  made  that  they  may  work  sixty  hours 
a  week,  provided  they  are  paid  overtime  at  rates  not  less  than 
an  increase  of  25  per  cent,  for  the  additional  hours  worked 
beyond  forty-eight.  The  Minister  for  Industry  and  Commerce 
will  have  power  to  restrict  the  number  of  juveniles  to  be  em- 
ployed in  any  class  of  shops.  Although  working  hours  will  be 
reduced  in  many  shops  when  the  Bill  becomes  law,  the  wages 
of  assistants  must  not  be  reduced. 

Ample  provision  for  holidays  for  assistants  forms  part  of 
the  measure.  Assistants  employed  in  a  Sunday-trading  shop 
(which  includes  chemists')  must  be  given  fourteen  days  annual 
holiday  with  full  pay.  Those  employed  in  shops  not  doing  a 
Sunday  business  must  get  six  days  annual  leave  with  pay.  In 
addition  to  annual  holidays  assistants  must  have  half-holidays. 
There  is  a  further  provision  under  which  compensatory  holidays 
must  be  given  to  assistants  engaged  on  Sunday  work.  A  Shop 
Wages  Board  is  to  be  established  with  a  chairman  and  two 
ordinary  members,  one  of  whom  will  represent  the  proprietors 
of  shops  and  the  other  assistants.  This  Board  will  have  power 
to  fix  the  minimum  rates  of  wages  where  assistants  make  re- 
presentations that  they  are  paid  an  unduly  low  rate  of  wages. 

Part  Six  of  the  Bill  makes  elaborate  provisions  for  "  the 
health  and  comfort  of  members  of  the  staffs  of  shops."  Another 
section  provides  that  seats  must  be  provided  in  shops  for 
female  assistants,  one  seat  to  every  three  female  assistants. 
Where  relatives  of  the  proprietor  are  members  of  the  staff  of 
his  shop  they  are  exempt  from  most  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Bill.  In  determining  the  number  of  adults  employed  in  a 
shop  the  Minister  shall  deem  "  relatives  "  as  members  of  the 
staff.  The  word  "  relative,"  when  used  in  relation  to  the 
proprietor  of  a  shop,  is  defined.  Inspectors  are  to  be  appointed 
to  see  that  the  provisions  are  observed,  and  proprietors  of 
shops  must  keep  a  record  of  their  assistants  on  an  approved 
form  and  exhibit  an  abstract  of  the  Act  on  the  premises.  The 
second  reading  in  the  Dail  was  given  on  November  17. 

Belfast 

Councillor  T.  L.  Cole,  L. P. S.N. I.,  J. P.,  was  sworn  in  as 
High  Sheriff  of  the  County  of  the  City  of  Belfast  in  the 
Lord  Mayor's  Parlour  at  the  City  Hall,  Belfast,  on  Novem- 
ber 23.  Later  in  the  day  he  accompanied  Mr.  Justice  Brown 
on  the  Bench  at  the  opening  of  the  City  Commission. 

The  new  Sheriff  has  been  prominently  identified  with  public 
work  in  Ulster  for  many  years.  From  191 1  to  1917  he  was  a 
member  of  the  Lurgan  Urban  District  Council,  and  since 
January,  193 1,  he  has  served  continuously  as  one  of  the 
Victoria  Ward  Unionist  members  on  the  Belfast  City  Council. 
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Dublin 

Social  functions  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  are  so  few 
that  the  decision  to  run  a  dance  in  aid  of  the  Benevolent  Fund 
of  the  Society — the  first  of  its  kind — will  be  welcomed.  The 
dance  is  to  be  at  the  Aberdeen  Hall  of  the  Gresham  Hotel  on 
Monday,  December  6,  from  10  p.m.  to  3  a.m.,  and  a  capable 
committee  is  already  at   work.     Mr.   G.  O'Neill,  M.P.S.I.,

Appointed  Peace  Commissioner. — Mr.  John  W.  Gray, 
Ph.C,  Armagh,  has  been  appointed  to  the  Commission  of  the 
Peace  for  that  city.  Mr.  Gray,  a  member  of  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  is  the  second 
chemist  in  Armagh  to  be  elected  to  the  magistracy. 

Irish  Drug  Association. — Mr.  R.  B.  Brown  (vice-president) 
was  in  the  chair  at  the  recent  fortnightly  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee, and  the  attendance  included  Mr.  A.  R.  Lester,  Cork, 
and  Mr.  J.  K.  Whelehan,  Mullingar.  The  committee  wish  to 
warn  members  against  the  inclusion  of  chemists'  names  in 
guild  lists,  since  there  has  been  no  relaxation  of  the  I.D.A.'s 
regulation  on  the  subject  of  guild  discounts.  Further  cases 
of  price  cutting  of  protected  lines  by  non-chemists  were  re- 
ported to  the  Committee,  and  it  was  decided  to  advise  the 
P.A.T.A.  accordingly.

tion in  trade  journalism,  is  an  epitome  of  confectionery  lore 
from  the  earliest  times  to  the  present  day  ;  pharmacists  who 
have  neglected  this  side  of  their  business,  or  who  perhaps  have 
never  realised  its  possibilities,  should  study  every  article  and 
then  take  appropriate  action.  In  confectionery,  as  in  so  many 
things,  the  chemist  led  the  way  in  the  past ;  and  if  other 
traders  have  benefited  by  his  experience  on  the  one  hand, 
or  indifference  on  the  other,  they  are  not  to  be  blamed.  My 
early  experience  with  the  subject  was,  as  the  medical  specialist 
\vould  say,  "  per  os,"  and  I  must  confess  that  when  an  appren- 
tice I  sampled  freely  the  somewhat  extensive  stock  my  appren- 
tice master  carried.  Pastilles  of  the  oval  shape  and  fairly 
stiff  base  in  vogue  to-day  were  not  generally  known  in  the 
'eighties ;  the  art  of  making  them  originated,  I  believe,  in 
France.  With  the  use  of  glucose  in  sweetmeats  a  new  era 
began  ;  modern  prescribers  favour  it  as  a  convenient  and  easily 
absorbed  food.  The  sale  of  confectionery  by  the  chemist  has 
been  greatly  helped  bjr  the  containers  in  which  it  is  packed. 
Pharmacists  who.  are  *  middle-aged  remember  using  a  long 
spatula  to  separate  the  boiled  sweets  which  had  become  an 
adherent  mass  in  their  bottle.    This  is  no  longer  necessary. 


Scottish  Notes 

Dundee 

A  party  of  fifty  members  and  friends  of  the  Dundee  School 
of  Pharmacy  Former  Students'  Association  visited  Perth  on 
November  10.  In  the  afternoon  they  made  a  tour  of  Mon- 
crieff's  Glass  Works,  where  they  saw  the  manufacture  of 
different  kinds  of  glassware. 

Representatives  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  and  London 
University  paid  tribute  to  the  facilities  in  Dundee  for  the 
training  of  pharmacists.  In  their  tour  of  the  School  of 
Pharmacy  of  Dundee  Technical  College  the  visitors,  among 
whom  were  Mr.  A.  R.  Melhuish  and  Mr.  H.  N.  Linstead, 
inspected  the  laboratories  and  lecture  rooms  and  expressed 
satisfaction  with  the  standard  of  work  and  the  equipment  of 
the  School.  The  University  representatives  included  Dr. 
George  Senter,  Ph.C. 

Edinburgh 

During  the  year  ending  September  30,  new  subscribers 
numbering  956,  representing  about  2,000  persons,  were  en- 
rolled by  the  Edinburgh  Public  Medical  Service.  The  amount 
collected  in  subscriptions  was  ^5,101,  against  ^4,610  in  the 
previous  year.  Practitioners  received  68  per  cent.,  against  62 
per  cent,  last  year.  Prescribing  during  the  year,  it  was  stated 
in  the  annual  report,  was  satisfactory.  The  cost  of  drugs  was 
£702,  which  is  13.76  per  cent,  of  the  subscriptions,  against 
16.07  Per  cent,  last  year.  The  Committee  have  again  fixed  the 
percentage  to  be  allowed  for  drugs  and  appliances  for  the  year 
ending  September  30,  1938,  at  16  per  cent.  The  agreement  with 
the  chemists  has  been  renewed  on  the  same  terms. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Golf  Club 
was  held  at  36  York  Place  on  November  12.  The  captain 
(Mr.  John  Bowman)  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good 
attendance  of  members.  The  reports  showed  that  the  club 
is  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  The  principal  prize-winners 
during  the  season  were: — Captain's  Prize,  J.  H.  Scott  ;  Bogey 
Competition  (David  Brown  Medal),  a  tie — G.  Brown,  M.  S. 
Iveson,  and  J.  B.  McCaig  ;  Hole-and-Hole  Competition,  T.  and 
H.  Smith  Cup — -J.  B.  McCaig  ;  Pinkerton,  Gibson  Trophy— J. 
Finlay  ;  Edinburgh  Chemists'  Trophy — G.  Cowie.  The  follow- 
ing office-bearers  were  elected: — Captain,  Mr.  J.  Bowman; 
Vice-Captain,  Mr.  R.  L.  Munnoch  ;  Secretary,  Mr.  W.  H. 
Chambers  ;  Treasurer,  Mr.  A.  S.  Cooper  ;  Committee,  Messrs. 
W.  Brims,  G.  Cowie,  J.  B.  Crawford,  W.  A.  M.  Hourston, 
J.  B.  McCaig,  E.  Randall,  H.  D.  Robson,  W.  J.  Rosie  and 
J.  H.  Scott.  The  trophy  given  by  The  British  Drug  Houses, 
Ltd.,  was  accepted  by  the  captain  on  behalf  of  members. 


In  the  Reports 

of  meetings  of  associations  on  p.  583  of  your 
issue  of  November  20  there  is  plenty  of  interest  to  be  found. 
The  ' '  open  ' '  meeting  of  the  South-West  London  Chemists' 
Association  to  hear  candidates  seeking  election  or  re-election 
to  the  Council  of  the  P.A.T.A.  furnishes  opportunities  for 
providing  information  regarding  the  activities  of  this  useful 
body.  Modern  trading  has  brought  its  special  problems, 
problems  which  were  not  and  could  not  be  visualised  when  the 
late  Sir  William  Glyn- Jones  started  his  famous  campaign.  A 
good  point  was  made  by  one  speaker,  who  argued  that  manu- 
facturers are  expected  to  do  more  than  place  their  goods  on 
the  P.A.T.A.  list  ;  they  must,  in  addition,  exercise  constant 
vigilance  to  see  that  goods  do  not  reach  undesirable  dealers. 
The  same  remark  applies  also  to  manufacturers  who  have 
joined  the  C.F.  scheme.  More  stringent  methods  of  coding 
are  no  doubt  necessary,  and,  no  doubt,  in  the  case  of 
those  who  have  dozens  the  problem  becomes  a  difficult  one, 
and  the  expense  of  doing  the  work  may  easily  run  into  three  or 
four  figures  yearly.  The  giving  of  "  dividend  "  by  co-operative 
societies  on  P.A.T.A.  goods  is  admitted,  and  will  continue 
until  each  article  is  clearly  marked  with  the  price  and  a 
statement  that  no  dividend  or  bonus  is  to  be  given.

Spirit  of  Nitrous  Ether. — At  Burford,  on  November  18, 
Mr.  Robert  Reavley,  Ph.C,  was  summoned  for  having  sold 
spirit  of  nitrous  ether  deficient  in  ethyl  nitrite.  Mr.  Reavley 
stated  that  he  had  a  warranty  and  did  not  agree  that  the  spirit 
was  in  any  way  deficient  when  sold.  He  was  bound  over,  and 
an  order  for  payment  of  £z  6s.  costs  was  made. 

Conspiracy  and  Larceny. — At  Liverpool  Assizes,  on 
November  18,  after  a  two-days'  hearing,  William  Tregenza, 
M.P.S.,  Evesham  Road,  Wallasey,  and  Charles  Stewart 
Cullen,  M.P.S.,  Priory  Road,  Anfield,  were  found  "  Guilty  " 
of  conspiracy  to  defraud  in  respect  of  returned  empty  con- 
tainers, and  were  each  sentenced  by  Mr.  Justice  Wrottesley 
to  six  months'  imprisonment  in  the  second  division.  William 
Shackleton,  M.P.S. ,  Avalon  Road,  who  had  been  accused  with 
them,  was  found  "Not  Guilty"  on  all  counts  and  was  dis- 
charged. Thomas  William  Rylands  (27),  van  driver,  who  was 
described  as  the  ' '  mainspring  of  the  conspiracy  ' '  by  the 
judge,  was  sentenced  to  eighteen  months'  hard  labour  ; 
another  van  driver,  Alfred  McLear,  was  sentenced  to  nine 
months'  hard  labour.  The  two  van  drivers  were  charged  with 
stealing  drums  of  olive  oil  from  R.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Ltd., 
Hanover  Street,  by  whom  they  had  been  employed  as  lorry 
drivers,  and  with  conspiracy  and  the  incitement  of  other 
servants  of  the  company  to  steal  oil.  Charges  of  receiving 
the  oil  knowing  it  to  have  been  stolen  and  of  conspiracy  in 
obtaining  credit  notes  by  false  pretences  from  R.  Sumner  & 
Co.  were  preferred  against  the  three  chemists.  Rylands  was 
also  charged  with  making  false  entries  in  a  receipt  book  and 
aiding  and  abetting  the  three  chemists  in  obtaining  credit 
notes  by  false  pretences.  Mr.  Hartley  Shawcross  and  Mr. 
Robertson  Crichton  appeared  for  the  prosecution.  Shackleton 
was  represented  by  Mr.  Selwyn  Lloyd,  Tregenza  by  Mr. 
Gordon  Clover,  Cullen  by  Mr.  Selwyn  Lloyd  and  Mr.  F.  J. 
Nance,  Rylands  by  Mr.  Idris  Parry,  and  McLear  by  Mr.  Glynn 
Burrell.  In  addition  to  the  evidence  summarised  in  our  issues 
of  July  31  and  August  7,  Mr.  Robert  Whitfield,  managing 
director  of  R.  Sumner  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  said  that  when  an  account 
was  taken  of  the  stock  for  1936  it  realised  £100  below 
the  1935  figure  instead  of  the  expected  ^500  in  excess. 
Evidence  was  given  by  employees  of  attempts  by  McLear  to 
secure  their  assistance  in  "  getting  oil  out  of  the  stores." 
Detective-Constable  Wharton  related  his  interviews  with  the 
chemists  in  the  case,  all  of  whom  gave  evidence  denying  com- 
plicity to  defraud  Messrs.  Sumner  &  Co.  of  credits  for  empty 
containers.  All  admitted  purchasing  olive  oil  from  Rylands. 
Tregenza  said  the  oil  was  represented  as  being  the  property 
of  a  brother  chemist,"  who  wished  to  dispose  of  surplus 
stock.  Cullen  said  he  had  no  idea  the  oil  was  stolen  when 
he  bought  it,  but  a  few  days  later  became  suspicious  of  the 
source  and  poured  it  down  a  drain.  The  jury  found  Rylands 
"  Guilty  "  of  conspiracy  and  "  Not  guilty  "  of  incitement  to 
steal.  Tregenza  and  Cullen  were  each  found  "  Guilty  "  of 
conspiracy  and  "  Not  guilty  "  of  receiving.  In  sentencing 
Tregenza  and  Cullen  his  lordship  said:  "You  are  educated 
men,  men  of  position,  but  you  allowed  yourselves  to  be  tempted 
into  mean  fraud  by  a  man  far  below  yourselves  in  social 
position.  I  take  into  account  that  imprisonment  is  a  far 
more  serious  position  in  your  case  probably,  but  the  public  and 
honest  tradesmen  must  be  protected." 

Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933. —  At  King's  Lynn,  on 
November  15,  John  Mott  Gotobed,  medicine  manufacturer, 
appeared  on  three  charges  arising  from  the  sale  of  a  packet 
of  sheep  dip  to  an  inspector  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society. 
He  was  summoned  for  selling  poison  to  a  person  not  known 
to  him  ;  and  for  not  having  it  stored  in  accordance  with  the 
regulations.  He  pleaded  "  Not  guilty  "  to  these  charges,  but 
admitted  a  third  alleging  that  the  packet  was  not  labelled 
with  his  name  and  address.  Mr.  J.  H.  Thomas,  assistant 
solicitor  to  the  Norfolk  County  Council,  prosecuted.  Mr. 
Cyril  Morgan,  the  inspector,  gave  evidence  of  purchase,  and 
stated  that  the  dip  was  found  to  contain  19.6  per  cent,  of 
arsenious  oxide.  Mr.  Merry  (for  the  defence) :  How  many 
packets  were  there  on  the  counter? — Several  ;  five  or  six,  a 
small  pyramid  on  display.  There  were  some  in  the  window 
as  well.  There  is  no  need  under  the  Act,  I  think,  to  know 
the  person  to  whom  you  are  selling  a  Part  II  poison? — Yes, 
there    is.      It    depends    whether   it    comes    under  Schedule 


One  or  Two.  Addressing  the  Bench,  Mr.  Berry  pointed  out 
that  the  summonses  were  partly  under  the  Act  of  1933  and 
partly  under  the  Rules  made  under  that  Act.  If  anything 
had  happened  and  there  had  been  any  necessity  to  trace  the 
purchase,  there  was  the  name  and  address  of  the  purchaser  in 
the  book  in  Mr.  Gotobed' s  shop.  There  was  no  definition  in 
the  Act  as  to  what  constituted  storage.  Mr.  Gotobed's  chief 
business  was  wholesale,  and  it  was  a  remarkable  thing  anyone 
should  go  in  and  buy  one  packet  of  sheep  dip  at  the  shop. 
It  so  happened  these  packets  had  been  placed  on  the  counter. 
It  did  not  constitute  storage,  which  to  his  mind  meant  per- 
manently placing  articles  where  one  intended  to  keep  them. 
He  asked  the  Bench  to  say  the  packets  were  not  stored  on  the 
counter  ;  they  were  actually  stored  in  proper  containers  in 
the  wholesale  department  of  the  premises.  Mr.  Gotobed  had 
been  in  business  for  twenty-five  years.  Rose  Reid,  a  clerk 
employed  by  defendant,  who  sold  the  sheep  dip  to  the  in- 
spector, said  that  when  he  asked  for  one  packet  of  sheep  dip 
she  was  quite  sure  he  was  an  inspector,  as  odd  packets  were 
never  sold  to  anyone  else.  The  defendant  said  the  sheep  dip 
was  properly  stored  in  an  upstairs  room,  and  the  packets 
seen  by  the  inspector  had  been  brought  down  for  a  customer 
to  see.  They  would  have  been  returned  to  the  store  room  at 
the  end  of  the  day.  The  Bench  fined  the  defendant  a  total 
of  £5. 

At  the  Marylebone  Police  Court,  London,  recently, 
J.  H.  Lautenberg,  Harrow  Road,  W.,  was  summoned  for 
selling  codeine,  contained  in  Famel  brand  Syrup,  on  premises 
not  duly  registered.  There  were  also  other  summonses  against 
him  regarding  the  same  sale.  Mr.  A.  C.  Castle  prosecuted.  A 
solicitor  defending  said  there  was  only  one  bottle  of  the  syrup 
sold.  The  magistrate  fined  the  defendant  £5,  with  ^5  costs, 
on  the  first  summons  and  marked  the  other  summonses  ' '  Not 
separately  dealt  with." 

At  Gateshead  Police  Court,  on  November  10,  G.  Guildford 
Storey,  High  Street,  Wrekenton,  was  summoned  under  the 
Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act.  The  charges  were  that,  not  an 
authorised  seller  of  poisons,  he  sold  by  retail  ephedrine  con- 
tained in  tablets  ;  sold  the  poison  on  premises  not  duly  regis- 
tered ;  sold  the  tablets  in  a  container  not  labelled  in  the  pre- 
scribed manner;  and  used  the  description  "Pharmacy"  on 
premises  where  no  one  was  qualified  to  sell  poisons.  Eor  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  Mr-.  E.  McManus  said  that  an  agent 
of  the  Society  purchased  a  packet  of  the  tablets  from  Mr. 
Storey's  shop.  Mr.  Storey  pleaded  ignorance  that  the  tablets 
contained  poison.  The  word  "Pharmacy"  had  now  been 
obliterated.  He  was  fined  £2  on  each  of  the  four  summonses, 
including  costs. 

At  Darlington  Police  Court,  recently,  Robert  Wright,  North- 
gate,  pleaded  "  Guilty"  to  three  summonses  for  having  sold 
poison  when  not  authorised.  He  was  fined  £5,  including  costs, 
in  one  case,  and  was  ordered  to  pay  4s.  costs  in  the  other  two. 
It  was  stated  that  a  bottle  of  cough  syrup  containing  a  small 
quantity  of  codeine  was  sold  by  him.  Mr.  E.  H.  R.  Freeman, 
who  represented  Wright,  said  that  the  syrup  was  one  of  only 
three  bottles  in  stock. 

At  Reading  Police  Court,  recently,  Alexander  Viney,  School 
Road,  Tilehurst,  was  summoned  for  having  sold  a  Part  II 
poison  on  premises  not  registered  when  not  an  authorised 
seller,  and  in  a  container  that  did  not  bear  the  name  and 
address  of  the  seller.  Mr.  Frederick  Highfield,  an  inspector, 
gave  evidence  of  having  found  a  bottle  of  ammonia  on  Viney's 
premises.    The  summonses  were  dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

Summonses  against  Mrs.  Sumray,  Tower  Bridge  Road, 
London,  S.E.i,  for  selling  ephedrine  in  a  preparation  by  an 
unauthorised  person,  for  selling  it  on  premises  unlicensed  for 
the  sale  of  poisons  and  for  selling  it  not  duly  labelled  were 
heard  at  Tower  Bridge  Police  Court  on  November  n.  The 
defendant  pleaded  "Guilty"  to  the  three  summonses.  Mr. 
Castle,  solicitor  for  the  Pharmaceutical  Society,  said  that  the 
defendant's  shop  was  run  as  a  fancy  shop,  and  it  was  obvious 
that  those  employed  in  it  were  unfamiliar  with  drugs.  The 
defendant's  husband  said  the  preparation  was  bought  early  in 
1936  when  they  took  over  the  shop,  arjd  its  presence  had  been 
quite  overlooked.  The  first  summons  was  dismissed  on  pay- 
ment of  £^  13s.  6d.  costs,  the  two  remaining  summonses  not 
being  separate!)'  dealt  with.

Re  George  Golder  Jeffery,  21  Eldon  Road,  Winton,  Bourne- 
mouth, Hants,  chemist,  lately  trading  in  co-partnership  with 
another  as  Gilbert  &  Hall,  51  Commercial  Road,  Bournemouth. 
The  public  examination  was  held  recently  at  the  Law  Courts. 
Bournemouth,  the  statement  of  affairs  disclosing  ranking  liabili- 
ties of  £448  is.  6d.  and  estimated  assets  of  £10  12s.  6d.,  thus 
leaving  a  deficiency  amounting  to  £439  9s.  Debtor  stated  that 
he  was  employed  by  the  firm  of  Gilbert  &  Hall  in  1929,  and 
on  the  death  of  one  of  the  partners  went  into  partnership  with 
the  surviving  partner  who  was  not  a  qualified  chemist  and  took 
no  part  in  the  business.  During  recent  years  the  business  had 
shown  a  loss.  There  had  always  been  a  lack  of  capital,  any 
surplus  in  the  partnership  having  been  represented  by  stock, 
which  for  the  last  two  years  had  been  valued  at  £750.  Having 
realised  the  hopeless  position,  debtor  consulted  his  partner 
and  arrangements  were  made  to  dispose  of  the  concern,  but 
those  negotiations  had  fallen  through.  The  landlord  had  since 
distrained  for  arrears  of  rent.    The  examination  was  adjourned. 

Re  Victor  Alexander  Ward,  described  in  the  receiving 
order  as  V.  A.  Ward  (male),  chemist,  lately  carrying  on  busi- 
ness at  51A  King  Street  Parade,  Twickenham.  The  public 
examination  was  held  recently  at  the  Court  House,  Half  Acre, 
Brentford.  Replying  to  the  Official  Receiver,  debtor  said  he 
was  fully  qualified,  and  in  1928  he  opened  a  shop  at  Hounslow, 
for  which  he  paid  £450.  He  sold  that  business  in  1932  for 
£1,150,  and  then  acquired  an  old-established  business  at 
Nottingham  for  £850.  He  also  disposed  of  that  business  later 
to  a  limited  company  for  £1,240.  The  Official  Receiver:  They 
say  £1,408  18s.  3d.? — I  had  commissions  to  pay.  The  Official 
Receiver:  Why  didn't  you  pay  your  liabilities? — I  opened 
another  business  and  I  had  other  worries  thrust  on  me.  My 
daughter  was  nearly  killed  by  accident.  When  you  left 
Nottingham  you  left  a  considerable  number  of  debts  behind? 
— I  took  them  with  me.  You  did  not  leave  money  behind?  — 
No,  I  did  not.  He  agreed  that  he  had  not  repaid  a  loan  to 
his  father-in-liaw  and  that  he  also  owed  money  to  a  retail 
chemist  for  whom  he  had  purchased  goods  wholesale.  He  had 
had  £200  from  that  chemist  and  agreed  that  he  had  used  the 
money  to  pay  accounts  in  his  (debtor's)  own  business.  Ho 
added  that  he  did  so  with  the  lender's  permission.  The 
Official  Receiver :  Did  you  tell  him  you  used  the  money  in 
your  business? — Yes,  he  knew  and  had  agreed.  He  was  a 
friend  of  mine.  Yet  he  obtained  judgment  against  you  for 
£200?—  Yes,  I  suppose  he  wanted  the  money  back.  He 
expected  goods  for  it? — Yes.  And  never  got  them? — No. 
Debtor  added  that  he  had  to  pay  £144  costs  in  an  action  over 
the  accident  to  his  daughter.  In  1936  he  took  premises  at 
King  Street  Parade,  Twickenham,  at  £150  per  annum,  and 
spent  £300  on  a  shopfront  and  fittings.  The  Official  Receiver: 
I  suppose  you  weie  aware  you  were  insolvent? — Yes,  I  took 
the  place  to  try  and  pay  off.  He  added  that  he  was  put  on 
the  black  list  because  he  sold  wholesale  to  cut-price  dealers. 
This  business  was  not  a  success  and  he  sold  it  for  £258.  He 
attributed  his  failure  to  losses  sustained  in  the  businesses  at 
Nottingham  and  Twickenham  and  the  cost  of  legal  actions. 
The  examination  was  adjourned. 
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Western  Pharmacists'  Association  Dinner 


When  speaking  at  the  annual  dinner  of  the  Western  (London) 
Pharmacists'  Association  at  the  Trocadero,  London,  W.i, 
on  November  18,  Mr.  Marns,  President  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  referred  to  the  contretemps  which  has 
arisen  in  pharmaceutical  affairs.  The  President  was  reply- 
ing to  the  toast  "  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great 
Britain,"  which  had  been  proposed  by  Mr.  H.  C.  E. 
Glover,  vice-president  of  the  Association.  Mr.  Glover  said 
great  things  were  expected  from  the  Committee  of  Inquiry 
set  up  by  the  Society  (C.  o>  D.,  November  13,  p.  573),  and  he 
characterised  the  memoranda  as  being  worthy  of  a  Royal 
Commission.  He  thought  the  officers  of  the  Society  had 
shown  considerable  foresight,  and  in  this  respect  instanced 
the  new  headquarters  in  Brunswick  Squars.  He  noticed  that 
it  had  been  suggested  that  there  should  be  a  niche  for  antiques 
in  the  new  establishment,  and  understood  that  this  referred 
to  articles  and  not  to  pharmacists.  He  suggested  that  every 
association  should  give  some  token  of  its  loyalty. 

Mr.  Marns  said  that  during  the  past  two  years  he  had  been 
privileged  to  listen  to  this  toast  on  many  occasions,  but 
never  had  he  heard  anyone  deal  with  it  so  brightly.  He 
was  privileged  to  be  speaking  to  the  premier  association  of 
Great  Britain,  with  all  respect  to  his  friend  Mr.  Herbert 
Skinner,  at  a  time  when  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  if 
things  were  not  carefully  handled  the  two  principal  bodies  in 
pharmacy  would  come  to  disagreement — a  thing  to  be  avoided 
at  all  costs.  Seventeen  years  ago  the  Retail  Pharmacists' 
Union,  as  it  was  formerly,  was  entrusted  with  certain  work, 
and  in  this  it  had  not  failed.  Having  given  that  body  a 
thankless  task,  it  would  be  all  wrong  for  the  Society  to  barge 
in  now.  He  took  the  resolution,  which  had  been  passed  at 
the  Council  meeting,  and  it  was  intended  as  a  friendly  offer  of 
help — willingness  to  supplement  and  not  intended  as  a  sug- 
gestion of  loss  of  confidence.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society 
was  not  without  influence,  and  he  thought  this  could  be  brought 
to  bear.  Mr.  Mallinson,  in  his  recent  speech,  had  taken  off 
his  coat,  and  Mr.  Marns  admired  him  for  doing  it.  The  Society 
has  been  endeavouring  to  train  men  and  women  to  occupy  their 
proper  places  in  the  scheme  of  things,  and  he  had  been  sur- 
prised and  gratified  to  find  the  high  esteem  in  which  the 


pharmacist  is  held  by  the  public.  Pharmacy  remains  indis- 
pensable to  public  health.  It  was  often  said  that  the  stan- 
dard of  training  was  too  high,  but  this  complaint  always 
came  from  the  pharmacist  and  not  from  the  public. 

Dr.  Alfred  Cox,  O.B.E.,  M.A.,  in  proposing  the  Western 
Pharmacists'  Association,  congratulated  Mr.  Mallinson  on 
his  fighting  speech  at  Bradford.  It  would  be  a  great  pity 
if  the  united  forces  of  pharmacy  were  not  to  be  brought  to 
bear  on  the  problems  arising  out  of  insurance  matters.  The 
Society,  he  said,  was  a  more  important  body  than  it  used 
to  be,  but  still  far  too  modest  in  its  claims  on  behalf  of 
pharmacists  to  a  share  in  the  campaign  of  the  Ministry 
of  Health.  Bodies  like  the  Society  perform  work  which  no 
central  body  could  undertake.  He  had  never  believed  that 
the  dispensing  done  by  doctors  was  being  carried  out  in  the 
right  place,  and  many  doctors  are  now  beginning  to  find 
that  it  was  not  really  in  their  line.  He  congratulated  Mr. 
Melhuish  on  his  election  as  chairman  of  the  London  Insurance 
Committee,  the  first  pharmacist  to  hold  that  position. 

Mr.  Gwilym  Thomas,  President  of  the  Association,  said 
chemists  had  to  thank  Dr.  Cox  for  his  interest  in  the  experi- 
ment carried  out  in  Kensington  and  Wiilesden,  and  it  was 
certainly  not  his  fault  that  it  did  not  go  through.  Mr.  Thomas 
hoped  it  would  soon  be  revived.  He  also  offered  congratu- 
lations to  Mr.  Melhuish.  In  conclusion,  he  referred  to  the 
activities  of  the  Western  Association  and  to  the  work  of  the 
officers,  notably  Messrs.  Clifford  Evans,  Pratt,  Shirtliff,  and 
the  social  secretary,  Frank  Noble.

Dental  Board 


The  thirty-third  session  of  the  Dental  Board  of  the  United 
Kingdom  opened  at  44  Hallam  Street,  London,  W.i,  on 
November  10,  the  chairman  (the  Rt.  Hon.  Sir  Francis  Dyke 
Acland,  Bt.)  presiding. 

Chairman's  Address 

The  chairman,  in  his  address,  called  attention  to  the 
Government  Bill  for  the  primary  purpose  of  making  employed 
boys  and  girls  under  the  age  of  sixteen  eligible  for  medical 
benefit  "  and  for  purposes  connected  with  "  this  provision.  He- 
continued  :  — 

One  of  the  purposes  covered  by  the  latter  phrase  is  to  make  the 
beneficiaries  eligible  for  dental  benefit  (and  other  additional  benefits 
of  the  nature  of  treatment)  within  a  period  calculated  from  the  time 
when  they  enter  juvenile  membership  of  an  approved  society.  At 
present  an  employed  boy  or  girl  is  not  insurable  until  the  age  of 
sixteen  is  reached,  and  on  becoming  a  member  of  an  approved 
society  has  to  wait  until  the  beginning  of  the  third  year  from  entry 
into  membership  before  becoming  eligible  for  dental  benefit.  .  .  . 
But  if  the  Bill  becomes  law  with  effect  from  January  i,  1938,  as  we 
may  confidently  anticipate  that  it  will,  the  waiting  period  will  begin 
to  run  from  the  date  of  entry  into  juvenile  membership  of  an 
approved  society  at  any  time  after  the  age  of  fourteen  is  reached. 

Other  passages  in  the  address  were: 

In  November  1933  the  Board  approved  a  proposal  by  the  Educa- 
tional Grants  Committee  under  which  after  the  end  of  the  year 
1935  the  amount  of  bursaries  was  definitely  limited  to  £?o  a  year, 
except  in  the  case  of  sons  of  dentists  and  of  those  candidates  who 
have  received  a  certain  amount  of  tuition  from  a  private  practi- 
tioner in  practical  dental  mechanics.  ...  In  1936,  £8,joq  was 
awarded  to  s°ventv-five  candidates,  an  average  of  £112,  and  during 
this  year  £6, 867  has  been  awarded  to  sixty-seven  candidates,  an 
average  of  £107.  The  strict  limitation  of  a  grant  to  £30  a  vear.  in 
all  cases  in  which  neither  the  parent  nor  the  anplicant  has  been 
connected  with  dentistry,  acts,  I  think,  with  rather  undue  severity 


in  a  small  minority  of  cases  which  come  before  my  colleagues  and 
myself.  I  should,  therefore,  feel  even  happier  in  this  work  than  I 
am  now  if  we  might  be  allowed  a  slight  discretion,  which  it  would 
be  right,  I  think,  to  apply  only  in  a  small  minority  of  cases,  to 
grant  a  bursary  in  excess  of  /30  a  year  to  an  applicant  who  was 
quite  clearly  a  very  desirable  recruit  to  the  dental  profession.  .  .  .

It  was  decided  to  advise  the  General  Medical 
Council  that  the  names  of  both  the  respondents,  Mr.  David 
Minton,  High  Street,  Blaina,  Mon.,  and  Mr.  Leon  Shaw, 
221  Edgware  Road,  London,  W.2,  be  erased  from  the  Register. 
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Poisoning  Statistics  for  1936 


THE  latest  annual  statistical  review  of  the  Registrar- 
General  for  England  and  Wales,  covering  the  year

Following  our  usual  practice,  the  figures  as  given  in  the 
report  have  been  modified  by  the  deletion  of  deaths  occa- 
sioned by  coal  gas,  insect  stings,  poisonous  plants,  the  adminis- 
tration of  anaesthetics,  and  other  causes  not  of  practical 
importance  to  our  readers,  fn  illustration  of  the  continuing 
fall  in  the  proportion  of  accidental  poison  deaths  to  total  poison 
deaths,  we  may  repeat  part  of  a  table  previously  given:  —

Expressed  as  a  ratio,  total  poisonings  exceeded  accidental 
poisonings  in  1913  by  about  3.4  to  1  ;  in  1924  by  5.2  to  1  ;  in 
1930  by  6.3  to  1  ;  and  in  1935  by  8.4  to  1.  The  figures  for 
the  past  year  have  not  sustained  this  last  ratio,  as  there  is 
again  a  substantial  drop  in  suicidal  poisonings,  a  circumstance 
connected,  probably,  with  the  increasing  trade  of  the  country. 
The  lysol  total,  for  instance,  though  still  the  largest  in  the 
suicide  column,  has  dropped  by  fairly  even  stages  from  334 
in  1932  to  201  in  1936  ;  and  suicides  by  poison  as  a  whole 
are  the  lowest  since  1925.  Among  the  familiar  poisons  show- 
ing more  than  slight  variation  are  arsenic,  always  statistically  a 
fluctuating  substance  and  now  higher  than  for  some  years  ; 
aspirin,  which  has  dropped  to  about  half  its  figure  for  the 
previous  year  ;  carbolic  acid,  reduced  in  a  similar  ratio  to  that 
of  lysol  ;  and  hydrocyanic  acid,  lower  than  for  several  years 
past.    The  figures  for  accidental  poisoning  remain  satisfactory. 

These  reviews,  and  consequently  our  annotations  on  them, 
constitute  what  Dr.  T.  A.  Sprague,  lecturing  in  London 
recently,  humorously  called,  with  reference  to  plant  pictures 
accompanying  cigarettes,  an  approximation.  When,  in  1931, 
the  present  system  of  numeration  was  adopted  in  the  review, 
No.  163  was  allotted  to  "  Solid  or  liquid  poisons  and  corrosive 
substances,"  and  No.  179  to  "  Other  acute  accidental  poison- 
ing (not  by  gas)."  Having  disposed  of  the  footnotes 
attached  to  both  these  entries,  the  seeker  after  truth  turns 
over  a  few  pages  and  finds  that  No.  195  is  "  Violent  deaths 
of  unstated  nature  (i.e.,  accidental,  suicidal,  etc.)  "  with  a 
subsection  styled  "  Other  acute  poisonings."  We  are  at  a 
loss  to  know  the  appropriate  treatment  for  statistics  of  this 
nature.  In  1931  the  poisons  of  pharmaceutical  interest  in  this 
class  numbered  39  ;  in  1932  44  ;  in  1933  60  ;  in  1934  45  ;  in 
1935  41  ;  and  in  1936  56,  an  average  of  47.5  for  the  six  years. 
We  have  been  reminded  of  an  interesting  passage  in  the  text 
(pp.  100-105)  of  the  Registrar-General's  review  for  the  year 
1932 — his  text  volumes,  unhappily,  are  issued  at  times  when 
interest  in  the  related  tables  has  waned — arranging  accidental 
and  suicidal  poisoning  in  four  triennial  groups  for  the  years 
1921-32  inclusive,  "  open  verdict  "  deaths  being  classed  as 
accidental.  Some  years  previously  we  similiarly  experimented 
with  quinquennial  groups  ;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  we 
were  dealing  with  approximations  we  decided  that  broader  out- 
lines were  preferable.  It  may  be  suggested  that  coroners,  on 
whom  in  the  first  instance  rests  the  responsibility  of  compiling 
accurate  returns,  should  be  instructed  by  'the  Home  Office  to 
secure  a  more  exact  tabulation  than  these  reviews  disclose.  Our 
table  for  the  three  years  1934-36  is  appended.

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N.H.I.  Contract  Discussed  at  Leeds 


ON  November  19  Mrs.  Jean  K.  Irvine,  M.B.E.  (a 
member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council), 
was  present  at  a  meeting  of  the  Leeds  and  District 
Branch  of  the  Society  and  gave  an  address  on  National  Health 
Insurance  in  its  relationship  to  pharmacists.  In  spite  of  bad 
weather,  and  of  the  meeting  being  called  on  an  unusual  even- 
ing of  the  week,  there  was  an  excellent  attendance,  over  which 
Councillor  H.  Hodgson  presided. 

Mrs.  Irvine's  Address 

Mrs.  Irvine  said  she  supposed  it  would  be  agreed  that  the 
National  Health  Insurance  Acts  had  revolutionised  pharmacy, 
though  perhaps  only  those  who  had  experienced  the  conditions 
in  pre-insurance  days  fully  appreciated  the  vastness  of  the 
change.  She  recalled  the  conditions  existing  prior  to  the 
introduction  of  medical  benefit  in  January  1913  under  the 
Act  of  191 1.  The  bulk  of  insurance  dispensing  was  done  by 
chemists,  even  allowing  for  special  circumstances  in  which 
this  might  be  done  by  doctors  or  through  institutions.  Many 
incidents  could  be  quoted  as  bringing  home  the  fact  that  if 
the  reservation  of  dispensing  to  chemists  was  to  become  prac- 
tical politics  it  must  include  full  education  of  the  public  to 
look  entirely  to  the  chemists  and  realise  the  dangers  and 
undesirability  of  doctors  dispensing  their  own  prescriptions. 
More  than  ^34,000,000  had  been  paid  to  English  chemists 
under  the  Acts  to  the  end  of  1936,  not  half  of  which,  in  all 
probability,  would  have  gone  to  them  but  for  their  contract- 
ing to  the  State  under  N.H.I. 

After  outlining  the  administrative  system,  Mrs.  Irvine  said 
the  Minister  of  Health  had  several  times  commented  on  the 
extraordinarily  high  standard  of  accuracy  in  the  dispensing  of 
insurance  prescriptions,  and,  as  recently  as  his  report  for 
1936-37,  had  acknowledged  that  there  had  been  no  falling  off 
in  that  high  standard.  Various  attempts  had  been  made  to 
bring  about  amendment  of  the  section  requiring  that  all  N.H.I, 
dispensing  must  be  done  by  or  under  the  direct  supervision 
of  a  registered  pharmacist,  but  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  the 
Royal  Commission  realised  it  was  not  in  the  public  interest 
that  the  standard  of  qualification  for  dispensing  should  be 
lowered.  She  was  convinced  that  by  their  loyal  performance 
of  their  obligations,  by  their  courteous  and  friendly  attitude 
to  insured  persons,  and  the  trouble  they  were  prepared  to  take 
to  secure  whatever  the  doctor  ordered,  even  if  it  involved 
considerable  time  and  some  expense  to  get  it,  chemists  had 
created  a  tremendous  goodwill  between  the  doctor,  the  patient 
and  themselves,  and  had  set  up  a  standard  of  professional 
conduct  in  the  highest  degree  helpful  to  pharmacy  as  well  as 
to  the  public. 

What  of  the  future?  The  Royal  Commission,  reporting  in 
1926,  found  that  N.H.I,  had  established  itself  as  a  permanent 
feature  of  the  social  system  of  the  country,  and  that  the 
medical  services  would  continue  to  expand  both  in  their  scope 
and  in  the  range  of  persons  to  whom  they  applied.  That  they 
had  already  expanded  (said  the  speaker)  was  shown  by  the 
number  of  chemists'  shops  under  contract  having  increased 
by  50  per  cent,  since  1922,  and  by  the  increase  in  number  of 
prescriptions  dispensed.  It  was  estimated  that  the  insured 
population  would  increase  by  over  1,000,000  in  January  I93'S 
by  the  addition  of  juvenile  employed  persons  under  the 
medical  benefit  scheme  ;  and  the  British  Medical  Association 
and  many  public  bodies  were  pressing  for  the  medical  benefits 
to  be  extended  to  insured  persons'  dependants. 

Discussion 

Mr.  W.  Eaddie  commented  on  the  large  proportion  of 
chemists  who  took  so  little  interest  in  the  activities  of  local 
organisations  that  they  did  not  know  who  were  the  members 
of  the  local  Pharmaceutical  Committee. 

Mr.  Griffiths  (one  of  several  members  of  the  Bradford 
Branch  present)  suggested  that  the  only  people  to  be  blamed 
for  that  lack  of  knowledge  were  the  chemists  concerned. 

Mr.  Heseltine  (Normanton)  said  he  had  noted  with  interest 
Mrs.  Irvine's  references  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  con- 
nexion with  National  Health  Insurance,  and  wondered  whether 
it  was,  or  was  not,  to  be  taken  now  that  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  had  nothing  whatever  to  do  with  N.H.I,  contracting. 

Mr.  F.  C.  Wilson  (Bradford)  said  he  would  like  to  supple- 
ment Mr.  Heseltine's  question  as  to  whether  Mrs.  Irvine  could 


give  any  lead  as  to  the  relationship  of  future  events  in  the 
Society  and  N.H.I. 

Mrs.  Irvine,  replying  to  Mr.  Heseltine  and  Mr.  Wilson, 
said  she  suspected  they  knew  the  answers  quite  as  well  as 
she  could  give  them,  and  as  to  prophecy,  if  they  desired  her 
to  act  the  part  of  a  fortune  teller  for  the  future  they  must 

cross  her  palm  with  silver."  (Laughter.) 

Mr.  Challinor  (Castleford)  commented  on  the  special  pro- 
visions under  which  a  doctor  may  still  dispense  a  panel 
patient's  medicine,  and  said  he  believed  it  was  a  fact  that 
the  mile  distance  of  a  patient's  home  from  the  surgery  could 
be  applied  by  the  doctor  dispensing  even  if  there  was  a 
chemist's  shop  between  the  surgery  and  the  patient's  home. 

Mr.  Eaddie  queried  whether  the  mile  was  as  the  crow  flies 
or  as  the  patient  walks. 

Mrs.  Irvine  replied  that  the  mile  was  as  the  patient  walks. 

Mr.  Duffin  (Wakefield),  emphasising  the  importance  of 
stressing  the  need  for  better  terms,  said  it  must  "be  kept  in 
mind  that  the  B.M.A.  were  proposing  a  scheme  of  pooling  the 
benefits,  a  scheme  into  which  the  chemist  ought  to  come  and 
in  which  they  must  assume  the  basis  of  remuneration  would 
be  at  least  on  N.H.I,  terms. 

Mr.  Duncan  (Leeds)  commented  on  a  suggestion  by  Mrs. 
Irvine  that  chemists  did  not  all  study  their  tariff  as  fully  as 
they  might,  and  said  the  majority  of  chemists  were  probably 
content  to  accept  the  Insurance  Committee's  pricing. 

Mrs.  Irvine  said  pricing  was  amply  safeguarded  on  behalf 
of  the  chemist  by  their  own  N.P.U.  check  and  b'y  the  constant 
Government  audit.  In  further  answer  to  questions  as  to  the 
future  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  in  relation  to  N.H.I, 
contracting,  Mrs.  Irvine  reminded  the  meeting  that  the  Society 
handed  over  its  contracting  rights  to  another  body  in  1920. 

At  the  present  time,"  she  added,  "  the  Society  has  nothing 
to  do  with  contracting  under  N.H.I. — I  say,  at  the  present 
time."  (Laughter.) 

The  Chairman  said  he  would  give  the  answer  to  questions  as 
to  when  chemists  would  get  better  terms  under  N.H.I.  "  They 
will  get  them  just  so  soon  as  chemists,  acting  collectively, 
make  up  their  minds  they  are  going  to  have  better  terms,  arid 
not  before." 

Mr.  Peter  Irvine,  invited  by  the  chairman  to  speak,  said 
he  had  no  intention  of  entering  into  the  discussion,  but  he 
wished  to  thank  Leeds  Branch  for  its  invitation,  to  compli- 
ment it  on  its  constant  activity,  and  to  hope  it  would  continue 
to  show  that  virility  by  a  lively  interest  in  the  forthcoming 
Edinburgh  Conference. 

Mr.  J.  H.  Gough,  proposing  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr.  and 
Mrs.  Irvine,  said  he  was  one  of  those  who  voted  Mrs.  Irvine 
into  the  Council,  and  he  was  satisfied  that  she  would  add 
dignity  and  character  to  its  work.  He  agreed  that  N.H.I, 
had  been  highly  beneficial  to  chemists,  but  while  tribute  was 
due  to  Mr.  Lloyd  George  for  his  introduction  of  the  Act, 
chemists  themselves  owed  a  great  deal  to  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  and  to  the  late  Sir  William  Glyn-Jones. 

Mr.  John  Lancaster,  seconding,  emphasised  the  dissatisfac- 
tion of  chemists  with  the  present  terms  of  service.  Men  who 
had  been  in  the  service  from  the  start,  he  recalled,  had  always 
been  promised  that  in  time  they  would  get  better  remuneration. 
They  had  gone  on  waiting,  and  he  suggested  they  had  waited 
long  enough,  and  it  was  high  time  something  was  moving.  The 
N.P.U.  had  developed  greatly  since  it  took  over  the  N.H.I, 
contracting  in  1920,  but  he  wondered  whether  it  had  let  slip 
some  few  points  or  opportunities,  and  whether  there  were  not 
some  threads  which  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  assist 
in  picking  up.  If  the  State  expected — as  it  had  a  right  to 
expect — a  first-class  pharmaceutical  service,  it  should  expect 
also  to  pay  the  chemist  so  that  he  could  maintain  that  service, 
pav  his  staff  adequately,  and  maintain  his  business  on  an 
economic  basis.  Chemists  could  not  go  on  for  ever  putting 
into  N.H.I,  all  they  had  put  into  it  on  the  basis  of  payment 
in  recent  years.  Mr.  Lancaster  supported  the  chairman  in 
suggesting  that  it  was  time  for  chemists  to  act  vigorously. 
The  N.P.U.  and  local  pharmaceutical  committees  must  know- 
that  chemists  had  waited  long  enough.  He  felt  that  if  the 
N.P.U.  and  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  could  co-operate  a  big 
and  vigorous  push  might  be  given. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  Mr.  Lancaster  had  expressed 
some  personal  views  on  a  matter  of  topical  importance,  but 
those  views  did  not  at  the  moment  commit  the  Leeds  Branch.

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There  is  perhaps  no  councillor  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  so  intimately  connected  with  National  Health 
Insurance  as  is  Mrs.  Irvine,  who  addressed  a  meeting  of  the 
Leeds  Branch  of  the  Society  on  November  19  and  discussed 
the  National  Health  Insurance  contract.  It  is,  therefore,  the 
more  disappointing  to  find  that  no  pronouncement  was  made 
as  to  what  is  likely  to  be  the  official  attitude  of  the  Society 
in  its  relationship  with  N.H.I,  concerning  the  next  contract. 
Although,  of  course,  it  may  be  pointed  out  that  the  matter  is 
more  or  less  sub  judice,  nevertheless  the  exchange  of  views 
between  Mr.  Parry  and  Mr.  Mallinson  goes  merrily  on.  It  is 
somewhat  surprising  to  find  Mrs.  Irvine  bringing  out  the 
old  shibboleths  in  regard  to  the  dispensing  of  insurance 
prescriptions.  Pharmacists  of  earlier  days  may  have  preened 
themselves  on  hearing  of  the  extraordinarily  high  standard 
of  dispensing,  of  the  loyal  performance  of  their  obligations 
and  of  their  standard  of  professional  conduct,  and  so  on. 
The  dispensing  chemist  of  to-day  is  tired  of  this  type  of 
address  by  a  councillor,  and  everywhere  he  is  anxious  to 
know  what  such  attributes  mean  in  hard  cash.  Obviously, 
there  cannot  be  any  lowering  of  the  standard  of  qualification 
of  dispensing,  for  the  simple  reason  that  there  is  only  the 
medical  profession  left  as  an  alternative  to  the  chemist  to 
provide  medicaments  for  the  insured  population. 

As  Mr.  Lancaster  at  the  meeting  aptly  stated  :  "If  the 
State  expect  a  first-class  pharmaceutical  service,  it  should 
expect  also  to  pay  the  chemist  so  that  he  can  maintain  such 
service."  The  point  seems  so  obvious  as  to  require  no 
discussion  at  all,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  when  the  time 
comes,  Mr.  Mallinson  and  his  Executive,  fortified  with  the 
votes  of  confidence  from  dispensing  chemists  throughout 
England,  will  not  be  stampeded  into  taking  anything  less 
than  full  tariff  prices.  Mr.  Parry,  in  his  reply  to  Mr. 
Mallinson  (C.  &  D.,  November  20,  p.  588),  goes  further  in  his 


proposition.  Not  only  does  he  ask  for  the  removal  of  the 
discounting  clause,  but  he  also  submits  that  chemists  require 
a  great  deal  more.  Everyone  is  agreed  on  this  point,  yet 
a  well-considered  plan  is  one  which  can  be  adopted  with 
advantage  in  pharmacy  as  in  other  affairs.  To  obtain  pay- 
ment in  full  means  a  considerable  alteration  in  drug  fund 
procedure,  in  which,  however,  the  chemist  need  not  interest 
himself,  except  so  far  as  the  result  is  concerned. 

Suggestions  have  been  made,  notably  by  the  president 
himself  at  the  Western  Pharmacists'  Association  dinner 
(p.  625),  that  the  Society  is  now  in  a  stronger  position  and 
can  speak  with  greater  authority.  This  dates  from  the 
coming  into  force  of  the  Pharmacy  and  Poisons  Act,  1933, 
yet  it  would  be  difficult  to  discover  in  what  direction  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  prestige  had  operated  in  favour  of 
its  members.  It  is  true  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council  includes  three  distinguished  gentlemen  nominated 
by  the  Privy  Council,  but  pharmacists  would  no  doubt  be 
interested  to  know  what  effect  their  presence  has  had  so  far 
as  the  advancement  of  pharmacy  is  concerned.  The  prestige 
of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  seemed  to  have  little  effect 
when  a  deputation  called  at  the  Home  Office  regarding  the 
sale  of  lysol.  More  recently  in  regard  to  air-raid  matters, 
it  may  be  recalled  that  the  pharmacist  was  told,  politely 
enough  perhaps,  but  nevertheless  definitely,  that  his  place- 
was  in  his  shop. 

It  is  for  dispensing  chemists  throughout  the  country  to 
signify  their  desire  to  be  represented  in  National  Health 
Insurance  matters  by  the  National  Pharmaceutical  Union, 
which  was  brought  into  being  with  this  object  in  view.  If 
the  Pharmaceutical  Society  desire  to  assist,  then  doubtless 
no  one  will  be  happier  than  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Union.  Meantime,  it  is  obvious  that  a  conflict  between 
two  personalities  might  conceivably  lead  to  chaos,  in 
which  event  the  pharmacist  is  likely  to  be  the  chief  sufferer. 
Pharmacy,  therefore,  must  stand  united,  and  differences  as 
to  procedure  be  settled,  lest  the  Ministry  of  Health  call  a 
plague  on  both  houses  and,  in  effect,  prescribe  the  mixture 
as  before. 

A  Toxic  Solvent 

During  the  past  few  weeks  the  lay  Press  has  favoured  us 
with  scrappy  and  ill-informed  paragraphs  concerning 
deaths  in  the  United  States  attributed  to  taking  doses  of 
an  elixir.  It  may  be  presumed  that  one  or  more  of  the 
Atlantic  cables  became  superheated  before  the  news  was 
regarded  as  complete ;  but  for  obvious  reasons  we  treated 
these  paragraphs  with  the  reserve  that  their  merits 
demanded.  The  latest-received  issue  of  "  The  Journal  of 
the  American  Medical  Association,"  however,  gives  us 
something  tangible,  as  with  its  customary  thoroughness  it 
devotes  several  related  articles — extending,  with  the  added 
editorial  comment,  to  about  fifteen  pages — to  the  elucidation 
of  what  is,  in  fact,  a  serious  mishap.  This  is  not  the  first 
incident  of  the  kind.  In  1930,  it  may  be  remembered,  the 
same  journal  investigated  the  composition  of  "  ginger 
extracts  "  containing  tri-ortho-cresyl  phosphate,  which 
had  caused  an  epidemic  of  paralysis  in  various  American 
states  :  it  was  estimated  that  about  20,000  people  had 
been  poisoned  by  these  products,  and  that  a  considerable 
proportion  of  them  would  be  permanent  cripples. 

The  present  outbreak  concerns  a  preparation  described 
as  Elixir  of  Sulfanilamide-Massengill.  On  October  18  the 
editor  of  the  journal  referred  to  warned  the  public,  through 
United  States  daily  papers  and  by  radio,  of  the  danger  of

taking  this  preparation.  The  United  States  Government 
and  the  Association  investigated  reports  of  deaths  and 
traced  shipments  of  the  Elixir.  Up  to  November  i  the 
number  of  deaths  reported  was  sixty-one.  An  analysis  of  the 
preparation  leads  to  the  inference  that  the  Elixir  is 
essentially  a  solution  of  from  9  to  10  gm.  of  />-aminobenzene- 
sulphonamide  in  100  c.c.  of  a  mixture  of  72  parts  by  volume 
of  diethylene  glycol  and  15.6  parts  of  water,  with  small 
amounts  of  soluble  saccharin,  colouring  and  flavouring,  and 
"  an  extremely  small  amount  "  of  reducing  substances. 
Numerous  experiments  with  animals  have  been  carried  out  in 
the  brief  period  that  has  elapsed  since  the  alarm  was  first 
given,  resulting  in  conclusive  evidence  that  diethylene 
glycol  is  the  toxic  factor.  Regarding  ^-aminobenzene- 
sulphonamide  the  following  non-committal  statement  is 
made  : — 

"  While  sulfanilamide  does  not  appear  to  have  had 
any  appreciable  part  in  the  toxicity  of  this  preparation, 
it  is  well  to  emphasise  again  that  sulfanilamide  should 
be  used  cautiously  and,   until  more  is  known  of  its 
pharmacology,  should  not  be  administered  concurrently 
with  any  other  substance  except  sodium  bicarbonate." 
In   a  book  entitled   "  Toxicity  of  Industrial  Organic 
Solvents,"  recently  issued  by  H.M.  Stationery  Office,  a 
page  and  a  half  is  devoted  to  diethylene  glycol.  The  review 
of  the  literature  gives  the  minimum  lethal  dose  as  5  c.c.  per 
kilo  of  body-weight,  and  notes  that  when  substituted  for 
glycerin  as  the  hygroscopic  agent  in  tobacco  it  caused  less 
irritation  of  the  mucous  membrane  of  the  throat.    It  is  an 
industrial  solvent  the  toxic  properties  of  which  have  not 
hitherto  been  fully  realised,  though  they  may  have  been 
suspected.    As  far  as  we  are  aware,  no  legal  definition  of 
an  elixir  has  ever  been  laid  down,  either  in  this  country  or 
in  the  United  States.    The  current  edition  of  "  Pharma- 
ceutical Formulas  "  (Vol.  I)  mentions  that  modern  elixirs 
are    sweetened    and    flavoured    spirituous  preparations, 
adding  that  "  a  recent  development  in  the  United  States 
is  non-alcoholic  elixirs."    In  view  of  the  tragic  happening 
to  which  attention  has  been  called,  it  would  appear  that  the 
use  of  industrial  solvents  as  vehicles  in  medicines  and 
beverages  is  a  matter  for  more  scrutiny  than  has  hitherto 
been  thought  necessary. 

Trade  Within  the  Empire 

We  publish  in  this  issue  (p.  636)  the  total  trade  (imports  and 
exports)  in  chemicals  of  all  descriptions  of  the  Empire  countries 
specified,  for  the  years  1928  to  1935.  It  will  be  noted  that  in 
the  majority  of  cases  the  values  recorded  for  the  yeais  1928  to 
1930  exceeded  those  of  the  following  years.  The  years  1928  to 
1930  were  undoubtedly  a  boom  period.  Following  the  slump 
of  1932  there  has  since  been  a  gradual  improvement,  and  the 
latest  figures  available,  those  for  rg35,  indicate  that  the 
chemical  trade  of  the  Empire  was  about  equal  to  that  of  193 1. 
It  is  likely  that  the  figures  for  1936  and  1937  will  show  further 
recovery,  but  it  is  doubtful  if  they  will  reach  the  high  levels 
of  1928  and  1929.  In  1935  the  total  value  of  imports  of 
chemicals  into  the  Empire  countries  (excluding  the  United 
Kingdom)  was  ^21,279,000,  made  up  as  follows: — United  King- 
dom goods,  £g, 367, 000  ;  United  Slates  of  America,  ^5,021,000, 
and  other  foreign  countries,  ^6,891,000.  It  is  of  interest  to  note 
that  shipments  of  chemicals  produced  in  this  country  to  these 
main  Empire  markets  were  slightly  more  than  half  of  our  total 
shipments  to  all  destinations,  which  amounted  to  /18, 628, 000. 
Since  1928  our  shipments  of  chemicals  have  been  divided  in  this 
way: — 50  per  cent,  to  Empire  countries  and  50  per  cent,  to 
foreign  countries.  It  might  have  been  anticipated  that,  on  the 
one  hand,  with  the  loss  of  various  foreign  markets  and  the 
introduction  of  the  Ottawa  Agreements  in  1932,  on  the  other, 
our  shipments  of  chemicals  to  Empire  countries  would  have 
shown  a  substantial  increase.    In  1936  the  United  Kingdom 


imports  of  all  classes  of  merchandise  of  Empire  origin  totalled 
^336,000,000,  while  our  exports  to  Empire  markets  amounted 
to  £217,000,000,  showing  an  adverse  balance  of  ^119,000,000. 
Of  the  total  Empire  trade  (imports  and  exports)  30.6  per  cent, 
passed  between  Empire  countries  and  69.4  per  cent,  between 
Empire  and  foreign  countries. 

A  Counter  Prescribing  Shock 

A  letter  in  "  The  Lancet  "  of  November  20  signed  with  the 
odd  pseudonym  "  T  and  H  " — a  letter  apparently  written  in 
haste — characterises  "  the  present  highly  unsatisfactory 
position  "  of  counter  prescribing  as  a  matter  calling  urgently 
for  review.    The  author  writes  :  — 

The  other  day,  while  waiting  to  buy  some  tooth-paste 
in  a  druggist's  shop,  I  listened  to  a  middle-aged  woman  who 
complained  to  the  dispenser  of  some  dyspeptic  symptoms. 
He  was  tactful  and  sympathetic,  confidently  advised  a  well- 
known  alkaline  preparation,  and  gave  exact  details  as  to  just 
how  it  was  to  be  taken.  Very  impressive  ;  and  very  re- 
assuring. The  chances  that  this  woman  has  a  cancer,  or  a 
psychoneurosis,  or  anything  that  matters,  may  be  remote. 
But  all  the  learning  of  the  Royal  Colleges  could  not  decide 
so  in  a  couple  of  minutes' conversation.  .  .  ." 

In  the  absence  of  sufficient  detail  a  few  questions  may  help 
to  put  this  incident  in  a  true  perspective.  Was  no  caution  as 
to  observing  the  effect  of  the  medicine  given  to  the  "  middle- 
aged  woman  ' '  by  the  ' '  dispenser  ' '  ?  Was  no  hint  added  of 
the  possibility  of  needing  the  help  of  a  medical  man  ?  As  is 
well  known,  the  majority  of  pharmacists  recommend  prepara- 
tions of  their  own,  and  it  is  charitable  to  assume  that  the 
man  behind  the  counter  in  this  case  was  a  beginner.  Another 
question  that  arises  is :  what  is  the  normal  procedure  of  the 
average  medical  practitioner  when  first  consulted  by  a  patient 
with  ' '  some  dyspeptic  symptoms  "  ?  If  he  knows  his  patient 
wed  enough,  he  usually  says  frankly  that  the  mixture  he  is 
prescribing  is  a  "  try-out  "  :  if  not,  he  contents  himself  with 
asking  for  a  return  visit.  One  of  the  basic  facts  of  the  position 
is  that  the  average  man  or  woman  will  not  turn  to  a  medical 
man  for  what  is  commonly  referred  to  as  "  any  little  thing  "  ; 
and  letters  in  the  medical  Press  are  not  likely  to  change  human 
nature. 


Notes  on  Shellac 

By  Ernest  J.  Parry,  D.Sc,  F.I.C. 

In  the  current  issue  of  "  The  Analyst  "  (1937,  792)  Dr.  R.  W. 
Aldis  has  published  a  note  on  the  iodine  value  of  shellac.  He 
draws  attention  to  the  enormous  variation  in  the  results 
obtained  on  the  same  sample,  when  the  acetic  acid  used  in  the 
preparation  of  the  Wijs'  solution  varies  between  97  and  100  per 
cent.  The  subcommittee  in  the  United  States  who  investigated 
this  point  gave  the  following  results  :  — 

Strength  of  acetic  acid      M.p.  of  acid  Iodine  value 

97%  "-8°  14-67 

99%  14-95°  17-59 

100%  16.4°  20.48 

As  Dr.  Aldis  states,  these  results  have  been  confirmed  in 
other  laboratories.  As  I  have  pointed  out  on  many  occasions, 
the  variability,  even  to  a  very  small  extent  in  temperature  or 
time,  of  the  determination  of  the  iodine  value  of  shellac  by  the 
Wijs'  solution  is  so  marked  that  the  determination  by  means 
of  the  Hiibl  solution  is  much  to  be  preferred,  and  is  the  official 
process  accepted  by  the  London  shellac  market.  Dr.  Aldis  has 
done  good  service  by  drawing  attention  to  the  great  variation 
due  to  differences  in  strength  of  the  acetic  acid. 

An  abstract  in  "  The  Analyst  "  (1937,  820)  deserves  atten- 
tion. Dealing  with  a  patent  for  the  preparation  of  needle 
shellac,  the  statement  is  found  that  "  It  contains  only  2  per 
cent,  of  water,  as  compared  with  25  and  5  per  cent,  in  button 
and  in  powder  or  leaf  shellac,  respectively,  and  it  therefore 
keeps  well  without  special  precautions."  This,  of  course,  is 
not  the  case.  Button  lac  usually  contains  between  1  and  2  per 
cent,  of  moisture — rarely  up  to  2.5  per  cent.,  and  there  never 
has  existed  any  button  lac  with  25  per  cent,  or  anything 
approaching  it.  Nor  is  it  true  that  leaf  lac  contains  5  per  cent, 
of  water.  Leaf  lac  contains  from  0.9  to  2.5  per  cent.,  occa- 
sionally rising  to  2.8  per  cent.  It  is  regrettable  that  such 
incorrect  figures  find  their  way  into  print. 
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The  monthly  meeting  of  the  Council  was  held  on  Novem- 
ber 19  at  the  Society's  headquarters,  73  University  Street, 
Belfast.  The  president  (Mr.  S.  H.  Forrest)  was  in  the  chair,

S.  Gibson,  J.  Glendinning,  J.  McDowell,  I.  W.  Parker,  S.  S. 
Badger,  W.  Martin,  T-  W.  Gray,  C.  Abernethy,  J.  T.  Nicholl, 
J.  E.  Connor,  J.  F.  Grimes,  Sir  Thomas  McMullan,  Dr. 
S.  E.  A.  Acheson,  Professor  James  Small  and  Professor  E.  C. 
Myers.  An  apology  for  absence  was  received  from  Mr.  H.  F. 
Moore.  The  secretary  (Mr.  D.  L.  Kirkpatrick)  was  in 
attendance. 

Before  the  agenda  was  taken,  the  President  extended 
congratulations  to  Mr.  Gray  on  his  appointment  to  the  com- 
mission of  the  peace  for  co.  Armagh. 

Returning  thanks,  Mr.  Gray  said  he  regarded  his  appoint- 
ment not  only  to  himself  but  to  the  Society. 

Presenting  Mr.  Gibson  with  the  past-president's  badge  of 
office,  the  President  said  Mr.  Gibson  had  paid  every  attention 
to  the  affairs  of  the  Council  during  his  year  as  president. 

Mr.  Gibson,  in  acknowledgement,  said  he  would  treasure 
the  badge  as  a  memento  of  a  very  pleasant  time  in  the  chair. 

Extension  of  Licence 
A  request  received  from  Mrs.  McCay,  Castlederg,  for  per- 
mission to  carry  on  her  business  for  a  further  period  of  five 
years  was  granted. 

Changes  in  Poisons  Law 

A  letter  was  received  from  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association 
stating  that  the  Committee  were  of  opinion  that  the  method 
of  publication  of  the  various  changes  regarding  poisons,  as 
outlined  in  the  Society's  letter,  was  not  satisfactory. 

Mr.  McGregor  said  it  had  been  decided  that  any  changes 
be  inserted  in  The  Chemist  and  Druggist  and  that  notice 
be  sent  to  the  secretary  of  the  Association. 

The  Secretary  said  this  had  since  been  done. 

Discussion  on  Bottles  for  Poisons 

The  following  letter  was  received  from  Dr.  C.  S.  Thomson, 
Medical  Superintendent  Officer  of  Health   for  Belfast :  — 

"  I  am  very  deeply  concerned  to  find  that  chemists  and  druggists 
in  Belfast  are  selling  poison,  to  wit  disinfectants,  lead  lotion,  etc., 
in  ordinary  mineral-water  bottles  which  might  readily  be  thought 
by  some  persons  in  a  house  to  contain  lemonade,  etc.,  and  be  drunk 
out  of  to  the  injury  or  death  of  the  person  making  the  mistake. 

After  quoting  the  regulations  made  by  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern  Ireland,  Sections  50  and 
51,  the  letter  continued  :  — 

"  I  find  on  my  first  investigation  some  twenty  or  more  chemists 
in  Belfast  who  are  paying  no  attention  to  the  regulations  of  their 
own  Council.  I  therefore  want  to  say  that  I  shall  leave  no  stone 
unturned  to  have  legislation  passed  which  will  make  it  a  severely 
punishable  offence  for  any  person  who  takes  such  grave  risks  with 
the  public  health.  I  should  feel  grateful  if  you  would  kindly  see 
your  way  to  drawing  the  attention  of  all  chemists  and  druggists 
throughout  Northern  Ireland  to  this  matter.  ..." 

The  President  said  the  matter  was  one  for  serious  con- 
sideration by  the  Council.  He  was  not  sure  that  there  was 
any  penalty  they  could  impose  to  make  an  example  of  some- 
one, which  was  the  only  way  in  which  the  subject  could  be 
thoroughly  ventilated. 

Sir  Thomas  McMullan  said  if  a  chemist  broke  the  Regula- 
tions he  could  be  brought  before  the  courts,  where  the  penalty 
could  be  inflicted  by  the  magistrates.  He  thought  it  was  a 
matter  for  the  police. 

Mr.  Connor  drew  attention  to  the  fact  that  many  unquali- 
fied men  were  selling  forms  of  Jeyes'  Fluid  in  mineral  water 
bottles.  He  suggested  that  the  matter  should  be  referred  to 
the  Law  Committee  to  draw  up  a  resolution.  It  should  be 
the  Council's  wish  to  catch  others  as  well  as  chemists. 

The  President  :  We  have  no  jurisdiction  over  people  who 
put  things  that  are  not  poisons  in  bottles. 

Mr.  McDowell  said  Dr.  Thomson  did  not  pay  any  atten- 
tion to  people  who  sold  disinfectants  in  lemonade  bottles 
from  handcarts. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  a  new  by-law  would  be  intro- 


duced in  Belfast  to  make  it  an  offence  for  any  person  to  put 
anything,  poison  or  not,  3  per  cent,  or  not,  into  a  mineral- 
water  bottle  or  a  bottle  not  distinguishable.  Dr.  Thomson 
was  only  anxious  to  have  the  assistance  of  chemists.  He  even 
admitted  that  his  own  department  had  been  at  fault. 

Mr.  Connor  said  in  Newiy  they  would  like  to  have  the  law 
brought  into  line  but  they  had  no  by-laws. 

Mr.  Gibson  asked  if  the  terms  of  the  by-law  could  not  be 
extended  over  all  the  Six  Counties. 

'1  he  President  :  That  is  a  matter  for  the  Home  Office. 

Dr.  Acheson  referred  to  the  fact  that  for  centuries  chemists 
had  been  marking  tnings  poison  that  in  a  strict  sense  of  the 
law  were  not  poison. 

Mr.  Gibson  expressed  the  opinion  that  it  might  be  ultra 
vires  for  the  Belfast  Corporation  to  pass  a  by-law  affecting 
poisons.  He  thought  action  in  the  matter  should  come  from 
the  Society. 

Sir  Thomas  McMullan  asked  if  it  would  not  be  better  to 
take  the  by-law  to  the  Home  Office  and  ask  them  to  make  it 
general  for  the  whole  of  Ulster. 

Mr.  Abernethy  :  I  question  if  the  by-law  will  pass  the 
Government. 

Professor  Small  said  it  appeared  that  any  person  selling 
poisons  in  bottles  not  distinguishable  by  touch  was  liable  to  a 
fine  of  ^5. 

The  Secretary  said  if  the  £5  penalty  was  imposed  it  would 
be  satisfactory,  but  very  often  a  penalty  of  a  few  shillings 
was  the  maximum. 

Professor  Small  :  It  knocks  out  the  idea  that  the  Ministry 
should  be  approached. 

It  was  decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the  Law  Committee.

Ulster  Chemists'  Association 


The  annual  meeting  of  the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association  was 
held  in  the  premises  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Northern 
Ireland,  University  Street,  Belfast,  on  November  17.  Mr.  A. 
Steede  (president)  occupied  the  chair,  and  there  was  a  good 
attendance.  Mr.  W.  Blair  (secretary)  intimated  apologies  for 
absence  from  Mr.  H.  Todd,  Mr.  H.  J.  Cousley  and  Mr.  W.  C. 
Tate.  He  also  informed  the  meeting  that  he  had  received  a 
letter  from  Mr.  H.  E.  Chapman  (general  secretary  of  the 
P.A.T.A.)  voicing  his  regrets  that  owing  to  important  business 
he  was  unable  to  attend  the  meeting  and  address  the  members. 

Executive  Committee's  Report 

The  report  of  the  Executive  Committee  included  the  follow- 
ing passages :  — 

The  affairs  and  financial  position  of  the  Association  are  in  a  most 
satisfactory  condition.  The  membership  roll  now  totals  384,  showing 
a  net  increase  of  eight.  .  .  .  The  Association  is  greatly  indebted  to 
the  members  of  the  subcommittee  who  so  ungrudgingly  gave  their 
time  and  attention  to  the  preparation  of  the  new  Price  List. 

The  Chemists'  Friends  schemei  continues  to.  progress,  and  within 
the  past  month  ten  additional  firms  have  agreed  to  include  Northern 
Ireland  in  their  arrangement  with  the  National  Pharmaceutical 
Association.  A  complete  list  of  the  firms  participating  will  be  sent 
to  each  member  as  soon  as  possible,  and  your  Committee  would  urge 
upon  each  member  that  they,  in  turn,  should  do  their  part  in  actively 
advocating  and  pushing  the  products  of  these  firms.  Your  Com- 
mittee deplore  the  practice  prevailing  among  some  chemists  of 
supplying  Chemists'  Friends  lines  to  non-chemists  for  re-sale.  .  .  . 

The  advertising  campaign  inaugurated  last  year  proved  of  great 
value  in  educating  the  public  to  purchase  in  those  shops  exhibiting 


the  registered -design  of  the  Association,  and  it  is  the  opinion  of  your 
Committee  that  this  advertising  should  be  continued  on  similar  lines. 
The  possibility  of  legislative  changes  in  the  future  affecting 
pharmacy,  and  other  considerations,  prompted  our  president  to  send 
out  a  letter  to  the  trade  relative  to  these  matters.  .  .  .  Your  Com- 
mittee have  given  most  careful  consideration  to  the  question  of 
prescription  coding.  The  present  position  of  coding  leaves  much  to 
be  desired,  and  in  the  hope  of  arriving  at  a  solution  of  this  problem 
your  Committee  propose  that  a  new  scale  of  suggested  prices  be 
drawn  up  for  the  guidance  of  the  chemist,  but  that  each  chemist, 
being  best  aware  of  the  conditions  prevailing  in  his  particular 
district,  be  left  to  make  his  own  price,  and  code  each  prescription 
accordingly.  It  will  then  be  left  to  the  honour  of  the  other  chemists 
to  observe  faithfully  this  coded  price  as  the  occasion  arises  

The  President,  in  moving  the  adoption  of  the  report,  said 
they  would  notice  that  the  membership  was  now  384  ;  if  they 
could  get  another  100  members  they  would  be  one  happy 
family.  The  Chemists'  Friends  scheme  was  still  progressing. 
He  thought  that  was  a  wonderful  movement,  and  if  every  one 
would  carefully  observe  the  rules  it  would  make  a  great  differ- 
ence to  the  chemists'  turnover,  which,  after  all,  was  what  they 
were  after.  The  great  trouble  was  the  practice  of  some  chemists 
in  supplying  Chemists'  Friends  lines  to  outsiders. 

The  question  of  prescription  prices  and  coding  had  come  up 
many  times.  It  was  entirely  in  their  own  hands,  and  if  they 
could  not  agree  or  get  settled  down  to  some  plan  it  was  very 
little  use  fighting  the  grocer  about  prices.  It  was  a  vital  matter, 
and  had  been  considered  very  carefully.  Some  of  them  might 
ask  what  they  were  getting  for  their  £3  3s.  The  answer  was 
that  they  had  a  monopoly  of  dispensing  prescriptions  and  sale 
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of  poisons.  There  was  no  outside  competition,  and  yet  there  was 
lack  of  agreement. 

He  (Mr.  Steede)  thought  that  an  ideal  condition  could  only  be 
brought  about  by  a  spirit  of  co-operation  and  good  will  with 
neighbouring  chemists.  The  trouble,  he  thought,  arose  as  the 
result  of  a  certain  amount  of  jealousy  towards  "  the  other 
fellow."  One  of  the  suggestions  was  an  annual  chemists' 
conference  at  which  difficulties  or  trade  policy  could  be  dis- 
cussed and  at  which  they  would  get  to  know  each  other  better. 

The  Vice-President  (Mr.  R.  Linehan)  seconded  the  motion, 
and  the  report  was  adopted. 

Financial  Statement 

The  Treasurer  (Mr.  W.  J.  Rankin),  in  submitting  the 
financial  statement,  said  they  started  the  year  with  a  balance 
on  hand  of  ^98  10s.  and  finished  with  a  balance  of  £106  ios. 
A  sum  of  not  more  than  £100  had  been  allotted  for  advertising, 
but  the  amount  spent  was  £40  14s.  During  the  year  a  sum  of 
^407  6s.  had  been  invested  in  per  cent.  Conversion  Loan, 
and  the  assets  now  amounted  to  ^823  15s.  There  were  a  few 
outstanding  subscriptions.  The  committee  had  some  trans- 
parencies and  some  hospital  pharmacopceias  still  on  hand. 

Mr.  James  Macauley,  in  seconding,  said  he  and  Mr.  Mitchell 
had  gone  thoroughly  into  the  accounts,  and  as  usual  they 
could  not  find  a  single  mistake  in  Mr.  Rankin's  books.  He 
thought  the  Association  had  every  right  to  be  proud  of  its 
treasurer.    He  got  plenty  of  snubs,  but  he  kept  at  it. 

Mr.  Thomas  Mitchell  said  he  could  endorse  all  that  Mr. 
Macauley  had  said.  He  had  been  an  auditor  for  seven  or  eight 
years,  and  he  thought  it  was  time  that  some  other  member  was 
appointed  in  his  place. 

Mr.  Dundee  said  that  before  they  passed  the  financial  state- 
ment they  should  consider  the  question  of  advertising.  He 
understood  that  the  committee  were  empowered  to  spend  not 
more  than  £100  and  they  had  expended  only  ^40.  They  had 
now  assets  of  over  /800  and  he  thought  that  was  too  much. 
In  his  opinion  they  should  set  about  spending  some  of  that 
money.  What  were  they  carrying  it  forward  for?  He  thought 
they  ought  to  set  about  spending  at  least  £500  of  that  money 
in  the  next  few  years  and  reduce  their  balance  to  about  £500. 
In  his  view  a  sum  of  not  more  than  ^140  should  be  spent  next 
year  in  advertising. 

Mr.  Rankin  said  he  was  quite  agreeable  that  a  sum  of  ^100 
should  be  spent  each  year  over  the  next  three  years.  There  was 
one  aspect  of  the  matter  which  members  were  inclined  to  forget. 
The  general  members  had  no  idea  of  the  debt  of  gratitude  they 
owed  to  Mr.  Shinner  for  the  work  he  had  done  in  connexion 
with  the  advertising.  He  had  drawn  up  the  advertisements  and 
had  got  them  passed,  and  it  was  hardly  fair  that  Mr.  Shinner 
should  be  asked  to  do  the  work  to  the  extent  of  spending  ^300. 
He  thought  the  Committee  should  pass  a  vote  of  thanks  to  Mr. 
Shinner. 

Mr.  Shinner  thanked  Mr.  Rankin  for  his  remarks,  and  said 
the  reason  the  £100  had  not  been  spent  was  entirely  due  to 
lack  of  time.  He  could  not  possibly  go  into  the  matter  as  it 
should  be  gone  into.  It  was  really  a  question  of  having  an 
advertising  expert.  To  put  the  matter  in  order  he  would  second 
the  motion  that  they  spend  not  more  than  ^140  next  year. 

The  President  said  the  advertising  campaign  had  been  in 
existence  for  two  years.  In  the  first  year  a  sum  of  £50  had 
been  spent  and  last  year  a  sum  of  £40.  There  was  no  doubt 
it  was  bearing  fruit. 

Mr.  F.  A.  Ferguson  suggested  that  the  Committee  should 
also  consider  the  question  of  advertising  in  newspapers  in  the 
principal  provincial  towns. 

Mr.  John  Adams  agreed  with  Mr.  Ferguson,  and  the  meeting 
expressed  concurrence  with  the  proposal. 

Annual  Subscription 

The  Treasurer  proposed  that  the  subscription  remain  as  at 
present.  It  might  be  thought,  he  said,  that  the  balance  on 
hand  was  too  big,  but  there  was  no  point  in  reducing  the  sub- 
scription by  is.  or  2s.  6d.,  whereas  if  they  took  off  5s.  the 
surplus  would  be  eliminated  in  about  four  years.  The  subscrip- 
tion was  well-spent  money. 

Mr.  Macauley  seconded  the  motion,  which  was  passed. 

Coding  Prescriptions 
The  President,  dealing  with  the  coding  of  prescriptions, 
said  it  was  a  big  question.  The  old  scale  was  drawn  up  in 
1932,  and  the  suggestion  of  the  Committee  was  that  a  new  scale 
of  minimum  charges  should  be  drawn  up,  and  that  the  first 
man  who  got  the  prescription  was  the  best  judge  as  to  what 


it  was  worth.  He  thought  that  should  satisfy  everybody,  and 
solve  the  whole  difficulty.  He  would  like  to  have  expressions 
of  opinion. 

Mr.  Dundee  said  he  would  like  to  know  whether  the  members 
wanted  a  coding  of  prescriptions  at  all. 

Mr.  Shinner  said  the  question  was  a  complicated  one,  and 
unless  they  made  it  compulsory  in  some  way  or  other  a  large 
number  of  the  members  were  not  going  to  do  it.  With  regard 
to  compelling  members  to  observe  the  code,  he  noticed  in  the 
financial  statement  an  item  of  £12  12s.  in  respect  of  law  costs 
for  the  registration  of  the  Association  as  a  trade  union.  What 
was  that  money  spent  for?  He  thought  they  should  be  able 
to  exercise  some  control  over  their  members.  He  had  drawn 
up  a  resolution  which  he  thought  would  deal  with  the  diffi- 
culties, and  with  the  permission  of  the  meeting  he  would  read 
it.    It  was  as  follows :  — 

That  each  member  be  required  to  affix  a  price  code  to  every  new 
prescription  and  to  observe  the  previous  codes  of  others. 

That  where  a  prescription  issued  by  a  doctor  subsequent  to 
January  1,  1938,  is  presented  for  compounding  and  has  been  dispensed 
before  but  has  not  been  coded,  the  member  to  whom  it  is  presented 
subsequently  shall  be  free  to  charge  a  "  cut  "  price,  but  shall  affix 
a  code  showing  the  price  charged,  for  the  guidance  of  future 
dispensers. 

That  a  scale  of  suggested  dispensing  charges  be  compiled,  which 
shall  be  for  guidance  only,  and  shall  not  be  binding  on  members  ; 
that  members  will  be  expected  to  observe  it  as  closely  as  possible. 

That  a  new  agreement  embodying  the  terms  of  this  resolution  be 
sent  to  every  member  for  signature  ;  that  a  new  code  word  be 
adopted  to  take  effect  as  from  January  1,  1938,  and  that  such  code 
be  communicated  only  to  those  members  who  have  signed  this 
agreement. 

The  Secretary  said  the  last  time  the  schedule  was  drawn 
up  it  took  about  four  months,  and  he  was  afraid  it  would  not 
be  possible  to  give  effect  to  Mr.  Shinner's  resolution  by  the 
beginning  of  the  year.  If  they  did  the  thing  at  all  they  wanted 
to  do  it  thoroughly,  and  he  thought  Mr.  Shinner  should  leave 
out  the  date.    Mr.  Shinner  agreed. 

Mr.  Dundee  said  he  would  second  the  adoption  of  Mr. 
Shinner's  resolution,  if  he  would  add  that  in  the  meantime  they 
should  get  the  signature  of  every  chemist  in  business  who  was 
going  to  adopt  the  code  before  it  was  instituted. 

Mr.  A.  Wilson  said  any  arrangement  about  coding  was  use- 
less unless  the  people  who  broke  the  terms  of  the  agreement 
were  subject  to  some  penalty  recoverable  in  law. 

The  President  said  he  was  afraid  they  would  not  get  anyone 
to  sign  such  an  agreement. 

Mr.  Adams  asked  if  they  as  a  trade  union  would  be  in  a 
position  to  publish  the  names  of  those  who  broke  the  regula- 
tions in  that  respect.  Could  that  be  done  without  leaving 
themselves  open  to  an  action  ? 

The  Secretary  said  the  position  would  be  that  if  they  could 
evolve  a  method  of  publication  which  was  for  the  good  of  the 
trade  they  would  be  quite  in  order. 

Mr.  Shinner  said  in  his  view  it  would  be  rather  risky  to 
have  a  possible  black  list. 

The  Secretary  said  it  would  have  to  be  arranged  that  it 
would  be  only  given  to  their  own  members.  Mr.  Shinner's 
resolution,  if  adopted,  would  involve  the  drawing  up  of  a 
schedule  and  quite  a  lot  of  other  work.  He  thought  it  might 
be  better  to  have  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  meeting. 

After  further  discussion  it  was  agreed,  on  the  motion  of  Mr. 
McGregor,  seconded  by  Mr.  Shinner,  that  they  should  code. 

It  was  also  decided  that  a  scale  of  prices  should  be  drawn  up, 
and  that  it  should  be  left  to  the  first  man  who  gets  the  pre- 
scription to  code  what  he  thinks  right.  Mr.  Shinner's  resolu- 
tion was  referred  to  the  Committee  for  consideration. 

Other  Business 
The  Secretary  raised  the  question  of  having  an  annual  con- 
ference. He.explained  that  the  conference  could  be  held  in  the 
most  central  place  and  matters  affecting  the  trade  could  be 
discussed.  It  was  decided  to  refer  the  matter  to  the 
Committee. 

The  President  reported  that  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the 
Chemists'  Benevolent  Fund  would  be  placed  before  the  members 
in  the  course  of  a  few  weeks. 

The  Secretary  referred  to  the  work  done  by  Mr.  A.  E.  A. 
Davis  and  Mr.  T.  Mitchell  as  members  of  Committee,  and  on 
his  motion  a  hearty  vote  of  thanks  to  them  was  passed.  Four 
members  were  re-elected  to  the  Committee  ;  Mr.  A.  Wilson  was 
elected  ;  and  the  remaining  vacancies  will  be  filled  by  co-option. 

The  meeting  concluded  with  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  for  the  use  of  the  rooms.

Where  possible  scales  of  prices  of  chemicals  are  given  for  bulk  down  to  small  quantities.    Prices  recorded  for  crude  drugs, 
essential  and  fixed  oils  and  coal  tar  products  are  for  fair  sized  wholesale  quantities.    Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  essential 
and  fixed  oils,  etc.,  vary,  and  selected  brands  or  grades  would  be  at  higher  values

It  is  a  healthy  sign  that  the  markets  which  are  not  of  a  speculative 
character  continue  to  be  unaffected  by  the  present  despondent  tone 
in  the  Stock  and  most  commodity  Exchanges.  Business  may  be  a 
little  quieter  than  is  usual  at  this  time  of  the  year,  but  there  is  a 
steady  flow  of  routine  consuming  orders  for  spot  goods.  At  the 
moment  buyers  appear  to  wish  to  avoid  contracting  ahead.  The 
Pharmaceutical  Chemicals  markets  show  little  change  on  the  week, 
with  business  none  too  brisk.  Convention  prices  for  Vanillin  have 
been  revised  and  put  on  a  slightly  lower  level  ;  this  movement,  it  is 
understood,  is  due  to  outside  competition  from  a  Continental  source. 

Crude  Drugs 

A  steady  but  rather  quiet  tone  prevails  in  this  market,  and  there 
are  a  number  of  strong  features.  Speculative  markets  are  generally 
down  and  close  dull.  A  report  of  the  drug  auction  held  this  morning 
is  given  on  p.  340.  Agar  is  quiet  on  spot,  with  shipment  business 
a  little  more  in  evidence.  Curacao  Aloes  continue  very  firm  at  high 
prices  on  spot  ;  no  offers  from  the  source.  A  recovery  in  shipment 
prices  of  green  Aleppy  Cardamoms  is  recorded,  and  Bombay  Seed 
is  also  dearer  on  the  week.  The  spot  demand  for  Cascara  Sagrada 
is  slow.  Bergen  reports  a  further  decline  in  the  shipment  market 
for  Norwegian  Cod-Liver  Oil  ;  exports  this  year  exceed  those  of 
the  two  previous  years.  The  only  inquiry  for  Ergot  is  for  the 
Russian  variety,  and  importers  are  unable  to  get  any  offers  of  this 
description.  Sudan  Gum  Acacia  shows  no  improvement  either  in 
value  or  demand.  Spot  values  for  Hydrastis  are  moving  up  to  the 
new  crop  shipment  figure.  Spot  values  for  Menthol  are  steady,  and 
Japanese  shippers'  quotations  are  fully  maintained.  The  parcel  of 
rough  round  Rhubarb,  of  which  there  was  some  doubt  as  to  whether 
it  had  been  shipped,  was  found  to  be  on  board  when  the  steamer 
arrived  in  London  this  week.  Rubber  shows  some  recovery  on  the 
week,  closing  steadier.  Values  of  Tragacanth  are  steady,  with  the 
medium  grades  in  steady  request.   Waxes  have  been  quiet  this  week. 

Essential  Oils 

Some  markets  have  a  tendency  to  sag,  due,  in  most  cases,  to  a 
lack  of  normal  demand.  Business  generally  has  been  quiet.  Spot 
prices  for  Anise  (star)  are  steady  ;  the  forward  position  tends  to  be 
rather  easier,  but  there  are  very  few  reliable  offers.  Bergamot  is 
idle.  Despite  the  lack  of  business,  values  of  Cassia  are  fully  steady. 
Citronella  oils  are  neglected.  Madagascar  Clove  is  again  slightly 
easier  for  shipment.  Some  cheap  spot  offers  of  Eucalyptus  noted. 
Spot  supplies  of  Ho  (shui)  are  firmly  held  on  account  of  the  dear 
shipment  quotations.  Quotations  for  the  new  crop  Sicilian  hand- 
pressed  Lemon  show  a  decline  on  the  week,  but  buyers  are  so  far 
showing  little  interest.  The  shipment  market  for  Lemongrass  is 
lifeless.  Mandarin,  new  crop,  is  offered  at  cheaper  prices.  There  is 
evidence  of  plenty  of  interest  in  the  coming  new  crop  French  Guinea 
Orange  ;  main  crop  oil  for  January  shipment  is  now  being  offered  at 
lower  figures,  but  little  actual  business  is  so  far  reported.  Japanese 
Peppermint  has  sold  quietly  on  spot  at  steady  prices  ;  shippers' 
quotations  are  also  fully  maintained.

Pharmaceutical  Chemicals,  etc. 

A  rather  quiet  but  steady  tone  is  reported  in  these  markets.  The 
only  change  of  importance  to  record  is  a  slight  decline  in  the  Conven- 
tion home  trade  prices  for  vanillin. 

Acetanilide. — Values  fully  steady,  business  quiet:  B.P.  crystals 
and  powders,  is.  y\d.  up  to  2s.  per  lb.,  as  to  quantity.

Negotiation  on  N.H.I.  Terms 

Sir, — I  shall  be  glad  if  you  will  publish  the  enclosed  open 
letter  to  Mr.  L.  Moreton  Parry. — Yours,  etc., 

G.  A.  Mallinson. 

[The  letter  reads:  Why  are  you  so  annoyed?  You  wanted 
publicity  and  you  have  got  it  in  full  measure.  Was  it  fair 
to  your  colleagues  on  the  Council  to  suggest,  as  you  did  by 
your  actions,  that  they  did  not  want  to  help  the  N.P.U.  in 
N.H.I,  affairs?  You  did  not  warn  me  or  my  Executive  that 
you  were  going  to  adopt  the  role  of  saviour  in  the  N.H.I, 
world.  Perhaps  it  was  the  more  surprising  because  being  a 
pharmaceutical  committee  secretary  you  have  had  every 
opportunity  to  do  the  job  before  and  to  put  any  suggestions 
through  to  the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  Conference  and  the 
N.P.U .  in  a  normal  way.  Regarding  these  personal  attacks 
and  suggestions  you  attribute  to  me,  you  know  they  are  not 
true.  ...  I  think  you  should  study  my  speech  again  ;  you 
will  find  I  did  not  even  criticise  the  Council  or  the  Society  ; 
any  comments  on  the  failure  of  the  Council  to  do  its  allotted 
tasks  were  quotations  from  your  own  speech  to  the  Council. 
My  Cardiff  and  Bradford  friends  will  remember  that  although 
I  quoted  your  remarks  about  the  Council's  lack  of  success  in 
protecting  the  chemist,  I  said  I  did  not  necessarily  agree  with 
you.  .  .  .  you  know  as  well  as  I  do  that  a  sincere  and  un- 
selfish offer  of  help  from  the  Council  need  not  have  been 
advertised,  and  that  the  offer  could  have  been  made  in  the 
same  way  that  help  has  been  given  by  the  Society  and  the 
N.P.U.  to  one  another  during  the  past  seventeen  years.  You 
surely  do  not  expect  chemists  to  be  so  simple  as  to  believe 
that  I  or  the  N.P.U.  Executive  required  all  this  fuss  created 
by  you  in  the  Council  about  setting  up  another  committee  to 
convince  us  you  were  offering  help  and  had  no  other  object 
in  mind.  You  are  aware  that  an  agreement  exists  between  the 
Society  and  the  N.P.U.  and  that  you  were  one  of  the  sub- 
committee of  the  Council  which  handed  the  N.H.I,  affairs  to 
the  Union.  You  also  know  that  it  is  customary  to  give  notice 
to  alter  or  terminate  an  agreement.  Your  action  in  the 
Council  was  a  definite  breach  of  that  agreement.  .  .  .  You 
knew  when  you  started  this  fuss  in  the  Council  that  the  N.P.U. 
has  never  refused  any  help,  and  that  no  motion  in  the  Council 
was  necessary  for  offering  help.  Such  a  motion  became  neces- 
sary only  if  you  wanted  to  do  more  than  offer  help  and  change 
the  policy  mutually  agreed  between  th©  two  bodies.  You 
cannot  blame  anyone,  therefore,  for  misunderstanding  you 
unless  you  admit  incompetence  in  matters  of  procedure  after 
twenty  years'  experience  in  the  Council.  You  ought  to  know 
better  than  to  make  N.H.I,  matters  a  pawn  in  pharmaceutical 
politics.  .  .  .  Finally,  Mr.  Parry,  let  us  get  down  to  busi- 
ness. You,  as  secretary  of  Liverpool  Pharmaceutical  Com- 
mittee, at  any  time  can  submit  to  the  N.P.U.  Executive  and 
the  Pharmaceutical  Committee  Conference  particulars  of  any- 
thing in  the  way  of  help  the  Society  can  give,  and  it  will 
receive  careful  consideration  from  everybody.  I  can  assure 
you  that  my  Executive  will  welcome  any  new  ideas,  but  please 
do  not  assume  that  better  terms  have  never  been  demanded 
on  behalf  of  chemists,  or  that  more  committees  are  needed. 
There  are  146  pharmaceutical  committees,  and  a  Central 
N.H.I.  Committee  ;  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  and  the 
N.P.U.  Executive.  Surely  these  are  enough.  Do  not  ask  us 
to  depend  upon  the  prestige  and  influence  of  the  Pharmaceu- 
tical Council.  The  Ministry  of  Health  know  that  we  have 
always  had  with  us  in  negotiations  both  the  company  chemists 
and  a  president  or  ex-president  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society.  At  the  present  time  an  ex-president  of  the  Society 
and  a  member  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Council  is  chairman  of 
our  N.H.I.  Committee.  ...  We  are  not  going  to  get  any  fur- 
ther towards  a  better  business  deal  by  this  agitation  of  yours, 
which  suggests  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  that  we  are  no 
longer  a  united  body  as  in  the  past.] 

SlR> —  •  •  •  In  August,  in  this  journal,  I  suggested  that  the 
occupational  group  system  might  prove  to  be  the  ideal  mode  of 
control  for  pharmacy.  I  suggested  that  such  a  mode  of 
control  would  create  a  "  common  front  "  for  pharmacy  for 
the  purpose  of  negotiation  with  outside  bodies  on  any  ques- 
tion.   We  karnt  a  little  later  that  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 


and  the  N.P.U.  had  formed  a  joint  committee  in  order  to 
prevent  overlapping  between  the  two  organisations  in  their 
respective  duties ;  later  still,  at  the  October  meeting  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society's  Council,  Mr.  Parry  expressed  his 
dissatisfaction  with  this  committee,  and  suggested  that  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  should  set  up  a  committee  of  its  own 
Council  to  consider  matters  appertaining  to  N.H.I.  Although 
this  suggestion  is  a  direct  antithesis  to  the  committee  set  up 
previously,  Mr.  Parry  considered  that  it  might  be  helpful  to 
the  Union  in  its  negotiations  with  the  Ministry  of  Health. 
Judging  from  the  address  given  by  Mr.  Mallinson  at  Bradford 
he  looks  upon  it  as  a  piece  of  impertinence  and  as  an  un- 
warranted interference  with  the  affairs  of  the  Union.  .  .  .  We 
must  not  doubt,  indeed  we  dare  not  doubt,  the  fact  that  both 
gentlemen  involved  have  the  good  of  pharmacy  at  heart. 
...  In  my  article  on  the  corporate  control  of  pharmacy  I 
suggested  what  in  my  opinion  was,  and  still  is,  the  ideal 
method  of  obtaining  the  unanimity  which  is  so  very  necessary 
in  pharmacy  at  the  present  time  ;  but  in  deference  to  Mr. 
Mallinson,  who  at  Bradford  objected  to  the  suggested  sub- 
servience of  the  Union  to  the  Society,  I  will  suggest  now  an 
alternative  which,  although  temporary  in  character,  might 
possibly  alleviate  the  symptoms  of  discord  which  are  at  present 
so  obvious,  and,  in  addition,  might  possibly  lead  pharmacy 
into  the  true  goal  of  the  occupational  group  system,  which  in 
itself  is  the  only  complete  common  front  possible. 

I  would  suggest  the  appointment  of  a  liaison  officer  to  act 
between  the  various  pharmaceutical  bodies.  There  are,  at 
the  present  time,  six  bodies  which  are  associated  with  the 
politics  of  pharmacy  and  which  are  in  a  position  to  speak  with 
authority  for  their  own  sections  of  the  pharmaceutical  com- 
munity. They  are:  (1)  The  Pharmaceutical  Society;  (2)  the 
National  Pharmaceutical  Union  ;  (3)  the  Wholesale  Drug  Trade 
Association  ;  (4)  the  Proprietary  Articles  Trade  Association  ;  (5) 
the  Company  Chemists'  Association  ;  (6)  the  Guild  of  Public 
Pharmacists.  My  suggestion  is  that  the  six  bodies  enumerated 
should  jointly  agree  to  the  appointment  of  a  paid  official, 
whose  duties  would  be  to  attend  meetings  of  the  executives  of 
each  of  these  bodies  with  a  view  to  obtaining  a  common  policy 
between  all.  I  suggest  that  this  officer  should  be  paid  an 
equal  sum  per  annum  by  each  of  the  six  bodies,  by  which 
means  he  would  be  entirely  impartial  and  responsible  to  no 
authority  more  than  to  any  other.  He  would  be  in  a  position 
to  place  before  the  executive  of  any  body  the  views  of  each  of 
the  other  bodies  on  any  question  under  discussion.  As  matters 
stand  at  present,  no  amount  of  discussion  by  joint  committees 
will  achieve  any  reconciliation  ;  each  body  is  very  much  on  its 
dignity,  and  the  only  apparent  result  will  be  the  interference 
of  one  body  with  the  affairs  of  the  other.  We  have  seen  the 
result  of  this  interference  in  the  recent  Shops  (Sunday  Trading 
Restriction)  Act,  when  a  very  valuable  privilege  was  lost  for 
pharmacy.  I  do  not  believe  that  at  the  present  juncture  it 
is  the  wish  of  Mr.  Parry,  or  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society's 
Council,  that  Mr.  Mallinson  should  be  replaced  as  the  nego- 
tiator on  behalf  of  pharmacists  with  the  Minister  of  Health 
on  N.H.I,  matters  ;  but,  on  the  other  hand,  I  feel  sure  Mr. 
Mallinson  will  agree  that,  with  the  prestige  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  behind  him,  he  would  have  a  better  oppor- 
tunity of  obtaining  for  pharmacy  many  of  those  things  for 
which  pharmacists  wish.  The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  at  the 
present  time,  is  doing  very  valuable  work  for  the  State  entirely 
at  its  own  expense  ;  the  Departmental  Committee  commented 
very  favourably  on  the  work  of  pharmacy,  and  these  facts 
should  be  used  as  negotiating  arguments.  They  are  far  better 
weapons  that  threatened  strikes  and  certainly  much  more 
professional  .  .  .  . — Yours,  etc.,

Ti-tree  Oil 

Sir, — We  have  read  with  interest  the  remarks  of  Dr. 
Reynolds  in  your  issue  of  November  20  (p.  615),  and  as  im- 
porters of  tea-tree  (ti-tree)  oil  (Melaleuca  alternijolia)  and  as 
producers  of  an  antiseptic  containing  this  oil,  we  find  our- 
selves unable  to  agree  with  your  correspondent.  Dr.  Reynolds 
seems  to  be  prejudiced  against  tea-tree  oil,  and  as  the  result  of 
his  tests  on  specimens  of  the  oil  he  is  inclined  to  disagree  with 
the  statements  of  Mr.  A.  R.  Penfold  and  Mr.  F.  R.  Morrison 
in  the  Bulletin  No.  14  of  the  Technological  Museum,  Sydney. 
He  gives  the  date  as  1929,  but  the  latest  issue  of  this  number 
is  1934.  It  might  be  of  interest  to  Dr.  Reynolds  to  know 
that  Mr.  Penfold  first  made  his  researches  known  to  the 
Royal  Society  of  New  South  Wales  as  far  back  at  1925.  Since 
then,  various  reports  have  been  issued,  and  we  are  informed 
on  good  authority  that  it  has  been  used  with  success  in  hos- 
pitals and  by  many  medical  men  in  New  South  Wales, 
Australia.  Before  undertaking  the  importation  of  this  oil 
ourselves,  we  submitted  it  to  practical  tests  on  septic  condi- 
tions. In  one  case  in  particular,  a  severe  septic  finger  of 
over  seven  days'  standing  where  the  patient  was  informed 
that  he  would  have  to  go  into  hospital  for  an  operation,  we 
were  able,  by  means  of  tea-tree  oil,  to  bring  immediate  relief  ; 
within  five  days  it  had  dissolved  most  of  the  pus,  and  before 
the  end  of  a  week  the  whole  of  the  pus  had  disappeared  and 
new  flesh  was  forming.  This  is  only  one  case  of  a  number. 
The  great  point  to  remember  in  tea-tree  oil  is  not  only  its 
germicidal  value,  but  its  power  to  penetrate  pus  and  mix 
with  it  in  such  a  manner  as  to  cause  it  to  slough  off  and  leave 
a  clean  surface.  This  great  penetrating  power  of  the  oil 
enables  it  to  dissolve  pus  and  clean  up  suppurating  and  dirtv 
wounds  in  a  remarkably  short  time.  The  best  form  to  use 
tea- tree  oil  is  in  a  soapy,  spiritous  solution,  but  it  can  be 
incorporated  in  other  products  such  as  embrocation  and  oint- 
ment, and  here  again  it  is  its  penetrating  and  healing  powers 
which  are  of  such  use.  About  twelve  months  ago  one  of  our 
directors  gave  a  4-oz.  sample  of  tea-tree  oil,  without  disclos- 
ing the  nature  of  the  product  or  its  origin,  to  a  bacteriologist 
to  whom  he  was  introduced,  for  testing  purposes  ;  and  a  week 
or  two  later  when  they  met  again  the  bacteriologist  said : 
"  There  is  no  getting  away  from  the  fact  that  this  chews  up 
germs."  A  letter  of  this  nature  does  not  permit  us  to  go  into 
detail,  but  we  should  very  much  like  to  know  the  source  of 
Dr.  Reynolds's  supplies  of  the  oil,  because  we  are  strongly  of 
the  opinion  that  inferior  qualities  are  arriving  in  this  country, 
some  of  which  we  have  tested  ourselves  ;  but  the  oil  which 
we  use  is  of  the  highest  quality  obtained  from  a  firm  of  dis- 
tillers of  repute  in  New  South  Wales,  and  if  Dr.  Reynolds 
would  communicate  with  us  we  should  be  pleased  to  send 
him,  or  any  other  of  your  correspondents,  a  sample  of  our  oil 
or  any  of  our  products  containing  the  oil. — Yours  faithfully,

R.  F.  S.  (23/11). — Liquid  soapless  shampoo. — Sulphonated 
lorol  is  not  very  soluble  in  water  and  for  this  reason  we  suggest 
you  make  your  liquid  soapless  shampoo  with  triethanolamine 
derivative,  known  as  sulphonated  lorol  T.E.  A  25  per  cent, 
solution  in  distilled  water,  suitably  perfumed,  will  probably 
meet  your  requirements. 

A.  P.  L.  (23/11). — Neem  ointment. — This  is  made  from  an 
oil  of  the  seeds  of  the  neem  or  margosa  tree  (Melia  indica), 
which  has  long  been  used  in  India  in  skin  diseases,  ulcers  and 
rheumatic  affections.  It  is  a  very  bitter  oil  and  contains  an 
alliaceous  principle  yielding  sulphur.  The  expressed  oil  is  fre- 
quently applied  alone,  although  in  former  times  the  seeds  were 
heated  in  cow's  ghee  or  clarified  butter  to  prepare  an  ointment. 
In  an  old  collection  of  formulas  of  Indian  medicines,  the  seeds 
of  the  neem  were  the  principal  ingredient  used  in  the  manu- 
facture of  the  great  ghee  (Mahagrita).  In  modern  times  such 
an  ointment  might  be  made  by  mixing  together  equal  parts 
of  neem  oil  and  an  ointment  base. 

H.  G.  (8/ 11). — (1)  Oiled  silk. — The  process  of  preparing 
oiled  silk  is  as  follows :  — Large  pieces  of  silk  are  fastened  on  a 
wooden  frame  furnished  with  hooks  and  movable  pegs,  and 
there  is  then  applied  to  both  sides  of  the  silk  a  varnish  con- 
sisting of  poppy  oil  3  parts,  copal  varnish  1  part.  The  drying 
properties  of  the  poppy  oil  are  increased  by  boiling  with  litharge 
or  some  of  the  newer  siccative  salts.  The  varnish  is  applied  as 
sparsely  as  possible,  and  if  necessary  repeated  when  the  first 
coating  has  dried.  Sometimes  a  thin  copal  varnish  is  applied 
as  the  final  coating,  and  the  surface  finished  by  polishing  with 
tripoli.  (2)  Dark-room  lamp. — The  information  you  give  is 
too  vague  for  us  to  trace  the  original  article,  but  you  could 
obtain  the  appropriate  dyes  from  any  of  the  leading  photo- 
graphic manufacturers. 


Retrospect  of  Fifty  Years  Ago

Pharmacy  in  Mysore 

The  pharmacies  in  Bangalore  are  held  mostly  by  Europeans, 
but  Parsees,  Muhammadans  and  Hindoos,  who  have  obtained  a 
certificate  as  "chemist  and  druggist,"  retail  drugs  and 
chemicals  and  dispense  medicines.  The  certificate  is  given  to 
those  who  attend  a  course  of  lectures  in  chemistry,  pharmacy, 
botany  and  materia  medica  during  a  curriculum  lasting 
two  years  at  some  medical  college,  usually  Madras,  and  who 
pass  an  examination  at  its  close.  Each  pharmacy  is  well 
stocked  with  proprietary  preparations  which  are  well  adver- 
tised in  all  Indian  newspapers  ;  the  bottles  and  drawers, 
forming  so  prominent  a  spectacle  in  shops  in  England,  are 
here  usually  kept  out  of  sight  in  the  dispensing  depart- 
ment. .  .  .  The  manufacture  of  castor  oil  is  carried  on  exten- 
sively in  the  villages  by  the  class  Ganigas.  The  mill  for 
crushing  the  seeds  and  pressing  the  oil  is  in  the  form  of  a  large 
stone  pestle  and  mortar  worked  by  bullocks.  Two  kinds  of 
oil  are  made  ;  the  better  is  obtained  from  small  seeds,  and  is 
the  kind  used  in  medicine  ;  the  inferior  is  pressed  from  large 
seeds  and  is  used  for  lamps.  Castor  cake  is  usually  burnt  as 
fuel,  but  is  well  adapted  as  a  manure  for  exhausted  soils.  .  .  . 
"  Honge  "  oil,  from  the  seeds  of  Pongamia  glabra,  consumes 
very  quickly  when  burnt  ;  it  is  employed  as  a  remedy  for 
rheumatism  and  for  cutaneous  diseases.  "  Kobri  "  oil,  or 
coconut  oil,  from  the  kernel  ("  kobri  ")  of  the  coconut,  is  a 
common  illuminant,  and  is  often  resorted  to  by  the  doctor 
and  the  cook.    [From  an  article  by  Dr.  David  Hooper,  Ph.C]
